An  unqualified  recommendation  ox  the  Federal  warehouse  Act  is  carried 
in  the  closing  paragraph  of  a  report  made  "by  the _  Committee  on  Storage,  ware- 
housing and  Finance'  of  the  General  Council  of  prune  growers  in  Oregon  and 
Washington  which  convened  at  Corvallis,  dreg* ,  on  Hay  31  and  June  1»    A  copy 
of  the  complete  report  has  recently  "been  received  by  H,  S#  Yohe  who  attended 
the  two  daysx-  sessionsQ     It  carries  an  analysis  by  the  committee  of  present 
methods  of  storage  under  the  State  Warehouse  Act  and  the  Federal  warehouse  Act, 
and  a  lengthy  discussion  of  the  Federal  Warehouse  Act  and  its  operation  in  the 
Northwest  as  it  relates  to  the  prune  grower. 

In  the  report  the  following  extract  from  a  letter  from  the  Vice  President 
of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Portland,  indicating  the  attitude  of  that  "bank 
toward  Federal  Warehouse  receipts,  is  quoted: 

11  We  are  keenly ' interested  in  the  development  of  the  use  of 
the  Federal  Warehouse  Receipt*     It  is  contrary  to  our  policy  to 
make  advances  on  warehouse  receipts  others  than  Federal*  except 
where  we  maintain  our  own  inspector  at  the  expense  of  the  borrow- 
er^    ..e  do  not  discriminate  in  the  rate  of  interest  "but  encourage 
our  customers  who  do  business  with  us  to  put  their  warehouses 
under  Federal  inspection,,     We  have  never  had  any  occasion  to  re- 
discount advances  we  have  granted  against  prunes,  but  if  we  did 
do  so?  no  doubt  such  paper  secured  by  Federal  warehouse  receipts 
would  have  a  tetter  standing  with  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  than 
would  paper  supported  by  State  warehouse  receipts.;11 

The  report  also  states  that  the  organizations  that  are  storing  prunes 
under  the  Federal  law  have  expressed  complete  satisfaction  with  the  service 
and  the  Intermediate  Credit  Bank  serving  that  territory  has  given  unquali- 
fied endorsement  to  the  Federal  warehouse  receipt.     It  also  points  out  that 
a  cooperative  prune  growers'  organization  last  year  financed  three  million 
pounds  of  prunes  under  Federal  receipts  at  the  rate  of  4  J  per  cent  and  the 
officials  of  that  company  indicated  that  in  view  of  the  saving  in  interest 
rates  and  the  reduction  in  insurances  charges  resulting  from  Federal  oper- 
ation, they  expected  to  be  able  to  pay  for  their  warehouse  in  five  years. 
Banks  which  previously  charged  this  organization  8  per  cent  had  voluntarily 
reduced  their  charges  to  5f  and  6  per  cent  when  furnished  the  Federal  ware- 
house receipt*

CQ1IDITIQES  III  HAITI. 

Some  of  the  difficulties  of  taking  a  census  of  agriculture  in  Haiti 
are  discussed  in  the  following  communication  recently  received  from  Leon 
M#  Estabrook  who  is  in  the  West  Indies  for  the  purpose  of  enlisting  coop- 
eration in  the  taking  of  the  world  census  of  agriculture* 

"Tuesday,  June  14,    Had  a  long  interview  with  the  American^Di- 
rector  of  the  Service  Tecnique  et  de  1 TEnseignment ,  Dr*  George  F. 
Freeman,  formerly  Director  of  the  State  Experiment  Station  of  Arizona, 
and  for  several  years  technical  agricultural  adviser,  of  the  French 
Government  in Indo-China.    Dr.  Freeman  called  a  conference  at  his 
residence  in  the  afternoon  at  which  were  present,,  besides  himself 
and  me,  Dr.  E«  A«  Colson,  Assistant  Financial  Adviser  and  General 
Receiver  for  the  Haitian  Government  and  formerly  Director  of  Educa- 
tion in  the  Philippines;  John  C„  Stanley,  Director  General  of 
Internal  Revenue,  and  General  Frank  E„  Evans,  Commander  of  the  Gen- 
darmerie.    I  explained  to  the  committee  the  organization  and  work 
of  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  and  its  census  project 
and  they  explained  to  me  their  organization  and  the  difficulties 
involved  in  taking  an  agricultural  census  in  Haiti.    They  said  that 
there  is  no  statistical  organization  in  Haiti,  except  for  imports 
and  exports;   that  a  census  of  agriculture  has  never  been  taken;  that 
a  census  of  population  was  taken,  but  it  was  a  compilation  of  esti- 
mates made  by  priests  and  no  one  knows  what  the  population  of  the 
Republic  is;  there  has  never  been  a  cadastral  survey;   that  no  tax  is 
collected  on  land,  agricultural  products  or  livestock;  that  land 
titles  are  in  such  a  chaotic  condition  that  it  is  impossible  to 
classify  people  by  tenure  -  (when  the  whites  were  massacred  or  run 
out  of  the  country  more  than  a  century  ago,  the  negroes  retained  or 
took  possession  and  their  descendants  hold  possession,  without  title 
other  than  physical  occupancy,  and  those  who  have  a  legal  title  dare 
not  live  on  the  land  or  collect  any  revenue  from  the  land);  that  less  . 
than  five  per  cent  of  the  population  can  read  or  write;  that  only  a 
fraction  of  the  school  teachers  and  captains  of  police  can  read  or 
write;  ***that  it  will  be  difficult  to  convince  the  population  that 
an  attempt  to  take  a  census  will  not  be  followed  immediately  by  an 
attempt  to  collect  taxes,  which  they  have  never  paid  except  indi- 
rectly, or  an  attempt  to  conscript  the  males  for  military  service  - 
without  food,  clothing  or  pay;  -  that  this  fear  of  military  conscript- 
ion is  based  on  past  experience^  for  which  reason  the  straw  huts  of 
the  natives  are  concealed  in  the  hills  and  forests,  the  males  keep 
out  of  sight  and  rarely  go  to  the  towns,  most  of  the  intercourse  with 
the  outside  world  being  done  by  the  women;  that  there  is  no  such 
thing  as  a  pure  or  an  organized  agriculture,  each  family  living  and 
propagating  in  a  little  straw  hut,  without  furniture,  at  the  edge 
of  an  ir regal ar  clearing,  usually  less  than  an  acre  in  extent,  on  which 
are  to  be  found  growing  various  useful  plants,  some  planted  but 
mostly  wild  and  all  mixed  in  together  a  few  scattering  plants  here 
and  there,  like  a  child1 s  garden  -  bananas,  cocoanuts,  sugar  cane, 
manioc,  yams  and  sweet  potatoes,  maizej,  peas  and  beans,  to- 
bacco, cotton,  mangoes,  avacadoes,  breadfruit,  pumpkins,  squash, 
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cucumbers,  gourds,  calabash,  tomatoes,  peppers,  etc*;   that  coffee j  , 
cotton,  mangoes,  avocado es,  and  pineapples  grow  wild,  "but  are 
harvested*    However  the  Service  Technique  has  organized  agricultural 
and  industrial  schools,  established  demonstration  farms,  inau^ir- 
ated  agricultural  fairs  With  cash  prizes,  and  maintains  a  corps 
of  technical  field  agents;   the  internal  Revenue  Department  has  col- 
lectors who  can  read  and -write  in  each  of  the  communes;  and  the 
Gendarmerie  has  white  commandants  in  every  commune,  except  one* 
There  are  about  84  communes,  each  divided  into  about  ten  districts* 
Each  commune  has  a  chief  and  a  clerk,  tut  unfortunately  not  all  of 
them  can  read  or  write.     The  Church  and  priesthood,  most  of  whom 
can  read,  cover  the  country  pretty  well*  *** 

uas  a  result  of  our  conference  it  was  agreed  that  the  heads 
of  services  present  would  act  in  future  as  an  informal  committee 
on  the  census;*** that  they  will  hold  another  meeting  and  consider 
ways  and  means  of  formulating  a  modified  census  schedule  adapted 
to  Haiti;  and  that  they  will  consider  ways  and  means  of  obtaining 
the  necessary  funds  and  organizing  for  the  agricultural  census  of 
1930.     Inasmuch  as  this  group  of  men  are  in  practical  charge  of 
the  finances  and  administration  of  the  country,  I  am  confident 
they  will  succeed  in  organizing  the  census*"

Mr*  Samson  rs  genial  personality,  keen  sense  of  humour  and  ready  wit 
made  him  a  universal  favorite  not  only  within  official  circles,  but  through- 
out  the  fruit  and  vegetable  industry*     His  j&ssing  leaves  a  vacancy  in 
the  Bureau  which  it  will  be  difficult  to  fill,  and  a  personal  loss  which

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MINOR  INJURIES  IN  SERVICE 

SHOULD i  BE  JgjjPORTSl) . 

Employes  are  requested  to  report  all  cases  of  injury,  received  while 
on  official  duty,  on  Form  C.A.  1,  provided  "by  the  Employees1  Compensation 
Commission  for  that  purpose  and  supplies  of  which  should  "be  on  hand  in  all 
divisions.     This  form  will  "be  filed  in  the  employe's  personnel  folder  if 
the  injury  is  of  a  trivial  nature,  or  if  more  serious,  forwarded  to  the  Com- 
mission for  their  files. 

The  necessity  for  reporting  minor  accidents  has  "been  brought  out 
again  recently  "by  the  development  of  a  slight  injury  that  occurred  to  an 
employe  almost  ten  years  ago  into  what  seems  to  he  a  serious  disability  case. 
No  report  having  been  made  at  the  time  of  the  accident,  the  difficulty  now 
presents  itself  of  establishing  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Compensation  Com- 
mission that  the  original  injury  occurred  while  the  employe  was  on  official 
duty. 

For  the  protection  of  all  employes,  it  is  again  urged  that  all  in- 
juries received  in  the  service  be  promptly  reported.

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STANDARDS  FOR  HONEY  as  recommended  by  this  Department  have  been  issued 
in  Dept.  Cir .  410.  This  circular  was  prepared  cooperatively  by  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology  and  this  Bureau,  as  the  work  on  honey  standards  has  involved  close 
consultation  between  Messrs.  Sechrist  and  Hambleton  of  Entomology  and  Messrs. 
Samson,  Pailthorp  and  Lewis  of  the  Division  of  Emits  and  Vegetables.  Following 
the  descriptions  of  the  standards  and  the  definitions  of  terms,  there  is  an 
informal  discussion  of  the  practice  of  grading  comb  honey  and  related  subjects. 

REGULATIONS  UNDER  THE  COTTON  FUTURES  ACT  as  effective  May  15,  1927  are 
contained  in  Service  raid  Regulatory  Announcement  No.  105  of  this  Bureau,  now 
available.     This  supersedes  S.  R.  A.  91  and  its  amendments. 

REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE  GRADING  AND  CERTIFICATION  OF  BUTTER,  cheese  and 
eggs  for  class,  quality  and  condition  Y/ere  revised  in  June  and  have  now  been 
printed  as  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcement  No.  96,  of  this  Bureau. 

THE  PEACH  SITUATION  IN  THE  SOUTHERN  STATES  is  analyzed  and  discussed 
by  M.  R.  Cooper  and  J.  W.  Park  in  Department  Circular  420  which  is  being  dis- 
tributed in  the  South  just  as  Southern  peaches  are  going  to  market.  Items 
covered  include  a  review  of  the  present  situation,  a  discussion  of  future  pro- 
duction, danger  line  in  production,  market  outlets,  effect  of  size  and  grade 
on  net  returns  to  growers,  and  adjustments  in  production  of  varieties.  The 
difficulties  encountered  in  marketing  recent  peach  crops  of  Georgia  and  com- 
peting States  have  emphasized  the  necessity  of  taking  stock  of  this  industry. 

THE  CURRENT  SITUATION  OF  PRINCIPAL  FRUITS  AND  VEGETABLES  are  being 
summarized  in  special  mimeographed  releases  issued  by  the  Fruit  and  Vegeta- 
ble Division  from  time  to  time.     The  situation  of  the  specific  commodity  as 
outlined  in  each  report  covers  current  demand  and  prices  and  a  discussion  of 
factors  that  may  affect  future  supplies.     Statistics  on  acreage,  production, 
car-lot  shipments  and  prices  in  previous  years  are  given  for  reference  pur- 
poses.    Recent  releases  include  "Watermelons  for  1927"  and  "Potatoes  in 
Mid- Seas on. "

A  conference  of  cooperative  egg  marketing  association  representatives  has 
been  called  by  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing  at  Chicago  July  14.  This 
meeting  was  called  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  material  collected  by  the 
Division  in  a  study  of  the  New  York  egg  market  situation  and  its  relation  to  other 
eastern  market  areas.    Problems  which  egg  cooperatives  will  probably  face  in  these 
areas  will  also  be  considered. 

Representatives  of  30  leading  cooperative*  egg  marketing  associations  through- 
out the  United  States,  representing  about  40,000  egg  producers  who  marketed  nearly 
2,700,000  cases  of  eggs  last  year,  will  meet  with  Chris  L,  Christensen  and  A.  V. 
Swarthout  who  will  go  from  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing. 

BULGARIAN  PROFESSOR 

MAKES  TOUR  OF  BUREAU. 

Dr»  Ian  S.  Molloff,  Professor  of  Agricultural  Economics,  College  of  Agricul- 
ture, University  of  Sofia,  Bulgaria,  who  is  taking  special  work  in  American  agricul- 
ture at  Cornell  University,  was  a  visitor  in  the  Bureau  last  week.

"I  have  the  only  radio  that  is  being  kept  in  working  order  on  a  rural  tele- 
phone line  which  has  18  telephones.  There  is  a  3- tube  Crosley  on  the  line, 
but  the  owner  is  not  keeping  the  batteries  in  order. 

The  owners  of  the  other  17  telephones  are  anxious  to  hear  the  market  re- 
ports as  given  by  the  Hastings  Chamber  of  Commerce  through  KMMJ.    Each  morn- 
ing I  get  these  reports  and  then  give  the  line  a  call  and  tell  the  others. 
Just  this  morning  one  prosperous  farmer  asked  me  to  be  sure  to  get  the  Kansas 
City  price  on  hogs  of  a  certain  weight.    He  is  selling  when  the  market  gets 
better. 

There  has  not  been  a  good  crop  in  this  locality  since  1920.     Some  have 
become  discouraged  and  left,  but  nearly  every  one  has  staid.     There  are  now 
few  daily  papers.     In  good  times  there  were  many.     "Then  I  give  the  market 
report  I  tell  any  news  item  of  interest  that  I  have  heard  over  the  radio 
or  have  read  in  the  Kansas  City  Daily  Star.     We  have  a  regular  community 
visit.     These  people  need  all  that  can  be  done  for  them  in  this  way.  We 
miss  the  announcing  of  the  correct  time.     The  announcer  is  excellent."

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TOBACCO  STANDARDIZATION 

IS  ENDORSED  BY  TRADE. 

The  National  Cigar  Leaf  Tobacco  Association,  at  its  last  annual  conven- 
tion in  New  York  City  on  June  6,  7  and  8,  passed  the  following  resolution  en- 
dorsing the  tobacco  standardization  work  of  this  Bureau: 

"Whereas,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  in  the  standardization  of  tobacco 
has  made  substantial  progress  in  recent  years,  although  in 
the  opinion  of  trade  experts  it  will  probably  be  a  long  time 
before  the  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Department  will  en- 
able it  to  obtain  results  that  will  bring  about  the  adoption 
of  a  system  of  general  value  to  the  cigar  leaf  trade;  there- 
fore be  it 

"Resolved,  that  the  National  Cigar  Leaf  Tobacco  Asso- 
ciation in  annual  convention  assembled  hereby  reiterates  its 
approval  of  the  general  purpose  of  the  work  of  standardiza- 
tion and  offers  its  cooperation  to  the  Department  to  the  end 
that  the  work  may  be  continued  to  be  prosecuted  intelligently 
and  energetically,  realizing,  however,  the  magnitude  of  the 
task  and  the  inability  of  the  trade  to  accept  fragmentary 
systems  of  classification  in  lieu  of  the  time-honored  usages 
o  f  gr  o wer s ,  packe r s  and  manuf  ac tur e  r  s .  " 

The  Association  has  a  large  membership  made  up  of  representative 
dealers  and  manufacturers  of  all  of  the  cigar  leaf  States,  including 
Pennsylvania,  New  York,  Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  Ohio,  Indiana, 
Wisconsin,  Georgia,  Florida  and  Porto  Rico.

Answers: 

(1)  Earm  wage  rates  are  collected  quarterly  from  the  Eield  Statisticians' 
list  of  crop  correspondents  for  the  following  kinds  of  labor:    Wages  per  month 
with  hoard  and  without  hoard  and  day  wages  with  board  and  without  board.  This 
inquiry  has  been  on  a  quarterly  basis  beginning  with  1923,  on  an  annual  basis 
from  1909  to  1923,  and  was  made  every  few  years  between  1866  and  1909.  An 
index  of  farm  wage  rates  from  1866  to  date  has  been  in  use  for  the  past  two 
years.     The  crop  correspondents  are  also  asked  to  estimate  the  supply  of  farm 
labor  and  per  cent  of  normal  and  the  demand  for  farm  labor  and  per  cent  of 
normal  on  the  first  of  the  month.     For  the  past  three  years  the  township  corre- 
spondents have  been  asked  to  report  on  the  number  of  persons  employed  on  their 
farms  the  first  of  the  month. 

(2)  Only  public  warehouses  may  be  operated  under  the  provisions  of  the 
U. S. Warehouse  act.     By  public  warehouses  are  meant  houses  in  which  agricul- 
tural products  are  stored  for  any  and  every  one  without  discrimination.  A 
farmers'  so-called  warehouse  or  granery  is  not  a  public  warehouse  within  the 
law  neither  is  an  open  cotton  yard. 

Warehouses  operating  under  the  federal  Warehouse  act  are  neither 
owned  nor  operated  by  the  Government,     Under  the  law  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture licensed  a  public  warehouseman  to  store  specified  agricultural  products. 
Before  licensing  the  warehouseman,  his  organization  in  general,  his  financial 
condition,  and  the  character  of  building  he  has  are  all  closely  investigated 
to  see  if  they  meet  Department  standards.     After  licensing,  the  warehouseman 
must  observe  the  law  and  regulations  and  issue  a  prescribed  form  of  warehouse 
receipt.     He  is  also  subject  to  Government  inspection  and  supervision  during 
the  licensed  period.     The  supervision  analogous  to  that  given  national  banks 
under  the  National  Bank  act.

The  Third  World's  Poultry  CoDgress  will  meet  at  Ottawa,  Canada,  July 
27- August  4,     The  Bureau  will  be  represented  by  Mr,  Tenny,  Chief,  and  Roy  C. 
Potts,  Rcb  R.   Slocum  and  E.  A.  Buechel,  of  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry 
Products,     Others  from  the  Department  who  will  attend  are  Assistant  Secretary 
Dunlap,  John  R.  Mohler,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  E.  W.  Sheets, 
Chief  of  the  Division  of  Animal  Husbandry,  and  H.  L.   Shrader  and  R.  A. 
Turner,  of  the  Extension  Service. 

Mr.  Tenny  will  act  as  chairman  of  the  cooperative  marketing  session 
of  the  marketing  section  of  the  Congress.  Mr.  Potts  will  discuss  the  sub- 
ject "Economic  Information  in  Behalf  of  the  Poultry  Industry  of  the  United 
States,"  and  Mr.  SIccum,  "Standardization  and  Market  Inspection  of  Poultry 
Products  in  the  United  States." 

Very  extensive  plans  are  being  made  by  the  Canadian  Government  of- 
ficials for  the  entertainment  of  the  delegates  and  visitors.

Following  the  Congress  Mr.  Tenny,  as  an  official  delegate  from  the 
United  States,  will  make  a  tour  of  the  Canadian  Provinces. 

The  former  meetings  of  the  World's  Poultry  Congress  were  held  at 
the  Hague,  Holland,  in  1921,  and  at  Barcelona,  Spain,  in  1924. 

EMPLOYES  REQUESTED  TO  HELP' 

PAY  MAN  EXPEDITE  PI  SPUR  SSMEITTS . 

A  new  method  of  preparing  pay  rolls,  which  has  been  undertaken  at 
the  request  of  the  Comptroller  General,  somewhat  retards  the  progress  of 
the  pay  man  in  handling  disbursements.     In  order  to  expedite  payments,  it 
is  suggested  that  employes  retaan  the  slip  which  they  receive  in  their  pay 
envelopes  in  the  middle  of  the  month,  which  identifies  their  names,  on  the 
pay  roll  under  the  present  system,  and  hand  this  to  the  pay  man  at  the  end 
of  the  month.     This  will  help  him  to  promptly  locate  their  envelopes  in 
the  pay  box. 
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An  analysis  of  the  personnel  situation  in  the  Bureau  for  the  past  year, 
according  to  F.  J.  Hughes,  Business  Manager,  indicates  that  there  has  been  a 
smaller  turnover  in  the  Bureau  personnel  than  in  many  years  past.     This  is 
true  for  the  government  service  as  a  whole,  and  it  is  "believed  is  reflective 
of  the  "betterment  of  working  conditions,  salary  scales,  and  generally,  the 
increased  opportunities  within  the  service.     Frequently  the  comment  is  heard 
that  there  is  no  opportunity  in  the  Government  service  and  that  one  must  get 
outside  to  find  real  opportunities  for  advancement.     An  interesting  pamphlet 
recently  issued  "by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  entitled,  :,Cpport unities  and 
Advantages  of  the  U.   S.  Civil  Service  Commission,"  points  out  that  approxi- 
mately 40,000  appointments  are  made  annually  to  competitive  positions  and 
gives  "briefly  a  number  of  outstanding  cases  of  advancement  of  Government 
employees,  containing  actual  cases  of  advancement  of  individuals,  men  and 
women,  in  various  branches  of  the  Government  service. 

The  Bureau  has  a  numoer  of  outstanding  illustrations  of  advancement 
of  members  of  its  present  personnel  to  positions  of  responsibility  and 
leadership.     Among  these  are  the  following  who  are  probably  best  known, 
all  of  whom  entered  the  service  in  clerical  or  junior  scientific  assignments 
ranging  from  3S00  to  $1200,  ana  who  have  been  in  the  service  from  ten  to 
thirty  years:

tion as  well  as  outside. 
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ESTIMATING-  IS  NEW  FEATURE 

OF  COTTON  DIVISION  WORK. 

Reports  on  the  commercial  grades  and  staples  of  cotton  ginned  in 
two  typical  districts  of  the  Cotton  Belt  will  be  issued  by  the  Bureau  dur- 
ing the  present  fiscal  year  under  authority  of  an  Act  of  the  last  Congress. 
The  work  will  be  under  the  general  direction  of  B*.  Youngblood,  in  charge 
of  research  work  in  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing.     William  B.  Lanham 
will  be  immediately  in  charge  of  the  studies  and  reports.     The  first  re- 
port will  be  issued  on  October  1,  others  following  on  the  first  day  of 
November,  December,  January,  March  and  May,  as  of  the  first  day  of  the 
preceding  month. 

An  office  for  carrying  on  this  work  has  already  been  established  in 
Atlanta,  Ga.  ,  with  Porter  I.  Barnes  in  charge.    A  similar  office  will  be 
established  at  Dallas,  Texas,  as  soon  as  a  lease  can  be  closed  for  office 
space  there,  probably  during  this  month.  .... 

Arrangements  are  being  made  with  a  large  number  of  ginners  in  Georgia 
and  in  the  dry  land  cotton  areas  of  Southwest  Oklahoma  and  the  Panhandle  of 
Texas,  who  will  furnish  samples  representative  of  the  growths  of  the  cottons 
of  these  areas.     These  will  form  the  basis  of  the  monthly  reports..    The  re- 
ports will  carry  information  on  the  commercial  grades  and  staple,  lengths 
only,  but  an  additional  study  will  also  be  made  of  other  factors,  such  as 
color,  leaf,  trash  and  other  elements  of  character  in  cotton  lint. 

The  information  which  these  studies  will  provide  has  been  sought  for 
a  number  of  years  by  producers,  ginners  and  the  trade.     The  purpose,  is  to 
procure  unbiased  Government  estimates  of  the  cottons  produced  by  grades  and 
staples.    The  estimates  will  indicate  to  all  concerned  something  more  defin- 
ite, as  to  the  spinning  utility  and  market  value  of  the  cottons  grown  each 
year.     It  is  in  response  to  this  demand  for  more  exact  information  as  to 
the  quality  of  the  American  cotton  crop,  together  with  that  of  the  carry- 
over on  August  1  of  each  year,  that  the  estimates  and  studies  are  being 
made. 

Available  appropriations  at  this  time  will  limit  the  work  to  the  two 
areas  named,  which  have  been  selected  as  representative  of  typical  sections 
of  the  Belt,  but  expansion  of  the  system  to  other  regions  will  probably  be 
made  next  year.

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TRADE  ADMITS  ACCURACY  OF  BUREAU'S 

KENTUCKY  BLUEGRASS  REPORTS. 

Two  of  the  largest  handlers  of  Kentucky  bluegrass  remarked  to  W.  A. 
Wheeler  at  recent  seed  conventions  in  Detroit  that  it  seemed  strange  how 
one  of  our  Bureau  men,  traveling  in  the  western  "bluegrass  district  for  only 
five  days,  could  year  after  year  make  a  better  estimate  of  the  crop  than 
they,  notwithstanding  that  each  of  them  usually  has  had  two  or  more  men 
covering  the  district  fcr  at  least  two  weeks.     This  commendatory  statement 
was  directed  to  G.  C.  Edier ,  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division,  who  returned 
to  the  office  Monday  from  a  f ive- thousand  mile  trip  "by  automobile  through 
the  Kentucky  bluegrass,  orchard  grass,  meadow  fescue,  and  redtop  seed  pro- 
ducing districts  in  the  Middle  West,,    While  he  was  in  the  field  he  prepared 
outlook  reports  for  these  seeds,  based  on  his  observations,  on  interviews 
with  country  shippers,  growers,  and.  large  seedsmen  and  also  on  the  returns 
from  formal  inquiries  to  thousands  of  correspondents.     Very  little  difficulty 
in  traveling  was  encountered  except  in  eastern  Nebraska  and  western  Missouri, 
where  rains  had  made  the  dirt  roads  slippery  and  rough.    Mr.  Edler  had  to 
have  a  tractor,  which  happened  to  be  close  at  hand,  pull  him  out  of  the  mud 
and  ruts  near  Lowry  City,-  Missouri.    He  found  that  because  he  was  alone 
country  shippers  gave  him  more  and  better  information  than  last  year  when 
he  covered  the  territory  with  various  local  dealers  who  volunteered  to  drive 
him  about. 


FIRST  MID- SUMMER  OUTLOOK 
REPORT  IS  RELEASED. 

A  hog  outlook  report,  the  first  of  the  mid-summer  livestock  outlook 
reports,  was  issued  on  July  14.     One  for  sheep  and  wool  will  be  released 
on  July  22  and  another  for  beef  cattle  about  .August  12,     These  reports,  which 
were  first  undertaken  by  the  Bureau  in  1923,  are  meeting  a  real  need  of  the 
farmers  of  the  country  in  making  available  information  that  they  require  in 
adjusting  production  to  meet  the  market,  demand  for  farm  products. 

The  report  just  released  indicates  that  the  market  supply  of  hogs  for 
the  next  four  months  will  be  about  the  same  as  a  year  ago.     The  low  level  to 
which  hog  prices  declined  in  late  June,  however,  apparently  has  more  than 
discounted  the  unfavorable  aspects  in  the  situation  and  with  lower  retail 
prices  for  pork  and  higher  prices  for  "reef  general  conditions  favor  a  larger 
than  usual  summer  rise  in  prices  of  good  quality  hogs. 

The  supply  of  hogs  that  will  be  available  for  market  during  the  next 
12  months  appears  to  be  slightly  larger  than  daring  the  past  year  and  the 
indications  are  that  the  demand  for  p;>rk  products  will  continue  about  as  at 
present.     If  this  year's  corn  crop  proves  to  be  as  small  as  present  conditions 
indicate  the  situation  doubtless  will  tend  to  discourage  hog  production  next 
year.     The  report  cautions  producers  to  remember,  however,  that  the  corn 
crop  next  year  will  very  probably  be  larger  than  this  year's  crop  and  that  a 
production  of  hogs  for  the  country  as  a  whole  about  equal  to  that  of  the  past 
three  years  seems  to  promise  the  best  returns  to  the  producers  of  both  corn 
and  hogs. 
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COLORED  MEAT  CHARTS  IN 

GREAT  ggjjj  BY  RETAILERS. 

Among  other  favorable  comments  on  the  colored  charts  of  "beef,  veal, 
lamb  and  pork  prepared  in  the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool,  are 
those  from  John  C.   Cutting,  Director  of  Retail  Merchandising  Institute  of 
American  Meat  Packers,  indicating  that  these  charts  have  proved  very  popu- 
lar with  retail  meat  dealers*    Kis  letter  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

n  Some  time  ago  you  very  kindly  sent  me  a  supply  of  colored 
meat  charts  -  beef,  veal,  pork  and  lamb,  and  they  have  been  in  such 
great  demand  by  various  local  organizations  of  retail  meat  dealers 
throughout  the  country  for  use  in  the  educational  work  being  done 
by  these  dealers  at  their  regular  meetings  that  our  supply  is  com- 
pletely exhausted." 

JUNIOR  TYPIST  AND  JUNIOR  STENOGRAPHER 
EXAMINATIONS  TO  BE  HELD. 

Examinations  for  the  positions  of  junior  typist  and  junior  stenogra- 
pher, salaries  $1140  and  $1320  respectively,  have  been  announced  by  the 
Civil  Service  Commission*     Applications  should  be  filed  not  later  than 
August  6.     The  announcement  states:     "Fnile  there  is  call  for  junior  typ- 
ists, there  is  a  greater  demand  for  junior  stenographers,  and  hence  appli- 
cants should  endeavor  to  qualify  in  both  the  stenography  and  typing  subjects* 
There  is  no  demand  for  eligibles  qualified  in  the  subject  of  stenography 
alone."    The  Personnel  Section  has  copies  of  the  announcement  of  these  exam- 
inations for  distribution. 

FARMING  ADJUSTMENTS  IN  CORN 

BORER  INFESTED  AREA  STUDIED, 

The  Division  of  Earm  Management  and  Costs  is  cooperating  with  the 
Department  of  Rural  Economics  of  Ohio  University  in  a  study  of  adjustments 
in  farm  organization  and  operation  made  necessary  by  the  European  corn  borer 
in  northern  Ohio.     Afield  study  is  being  made  so  as  to  obtain  information 
on  the  relative  economy  and  practicability  of  various  control  measures  and 
especially  as  to  how  they  are  adapted  to  farms  of  different  sizes  and  types. 
Information  heretofore  assembled  in  connection  with  cooperative  studies  made 
by  the  division  and  the  Ohio  Experiment  Station  will  be  utilized  in  this 
study.     'The  immediate  and  long-time  market  and  price  outlook  for  the  various 
crops  and  livestock  produced  in  the  area  will  be  used,  in  part,  as  a  basis 
for  determining  what  adjustments  in  crop  and  livestock  production  are  likely 
to  prove  profitable.     The  effect  of  the  corn  borer  and  the  necessary  control 
methods  upon  farm  costs  and  upon  incomes  will  be  studied  on  farms  of  different 
types  and  sizes.     This  work  is  being  coordinated  with  other  research  work 
being  undertaken  by  the  different  bureaus  of  the  Department  through  the 
Department's  corn  borer  committee.

The  Agricultural  Credits 
Act  of  1923,  however,  ■  established  special  institutions  for  providing  such 
credit,  namely,  the  12  Federal  intermediate  credit  banks  which  are  man- 
aged and  operated  in  connection  with  the'  12  Federal  land  banks  and  com- 
prise an.  important,  addition  to  the  original  Federal  farm  loan  system  es- 
tablished in  1916,     These  banks  do  not  deal  with  individual  borrowers, 
and  credit  from  them  can  be  obtained  only  through  local  banks,  agricultur- 
al credit  corporations,  or  cooperative  marketing  associations, 

(2)  They  are  the  official  standards  of  the  United  States  for  grade 
and  color  of  American  Upland  cotton,  promulgated  by  order  of  the  Secretary 
dated  July  30,  1923,  effective  August  1,  1924.     'This  order  recited  that  as 
these  standards  had  been  agreed  upon  and  accepted  by  all  the  leading  Euro- 
pean cotton  exchanges  they  might  be  termed'  and  referred  to  as  Universal 
Standards  for  American  cotton.

The  American  Ccrantry  Life  Association  will  hold  its  tenth  national 
conference  at  the  Michigan  State  College,  East  Lansing,  Michigan,  Aug- 
ust 1-4.    0.  J.  Galpin,  J.  Clyde  Marquis  and  E.  L.  Kirkpatrick  will  take 
part  in  the  proceedings.    The  theme  of  the  conference  is  "Farm  Income  and 
Farm  Life'1,  and  the  program  states  that  a  serious  effort  will  he  made  to 
discuss  the  relationships  "between  the  economic  and  social  factors  in 
American  agriculture.    This,  Mr.  SaJpin  "believes,  indicates  a  recognition 
"by  leaders  in  sociology  and  economics  of  the  necessity  for  considering 
these  subjects  together,  and  marks  an  epoch  in  the  field  of  agricultural  re- 
search. 

As  this  is  the  tenth  anniversary  of  the  Association,  it  was  deemed  a 
fitting  tine  to  review  developments  in  the  rural  field  during  the  past  decade 
and  indicate  the  probable  trend  in  the  next  ten  years.    Sixteen  committees 
have  set  themselves  to  this  task.    A  summary  of  all  the  reports  dealing 
with  the  retrospect  will  "be  presented  at  one  of  the  sessions  of  the 
conference  "by  Mr,  Galpin,  and  a  summary  of  the  prospects  by  B.  C.  Lindeman, 
of  the  New  York  School  of  Social  Work,  New  York  City.    Mr.  Galpin  is  also  on 
the  program  for  an  address  on  "Rural  Life  Progress  in  the  United  States  - 
Ten  Year  Period  1917-27."

NEW  INVENTION  IN.       -  : 
GRAIN  DIVISION.  . 

A  mechanical  device  for  sieving  grain  and  rice  samples'  in  connec- 
tion with  the  commercial  grading  of  these  commodities  has  been  invented  by 
William  H.  Shea,  in  charge  of  the  Federal  Grain  Supervision  office  at 
Duluth,  Minn.,  and  Robert  E.  Black,  in  charge- of  grain  cleaning  investigations 
at  Minneapolis.    The- device  has  been  adopted  officially  by  rice  inspection 
departments  of  trade  associations  for  grading 'milled  rice. 

The  sieve  is  actuated  by  an  electric  motor,  the  advantage  over  the 
hand  sieves  which  heretofore  have  been  used  being  greater  speed' in  the  work 
and  the  more  accurate  and  uniform  results.    By  the  mechanical  method  it  is 
possible  for  different  inspectors  to  arrive  at  the  same  grade  on  any  given 
lot  of  rice.

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GRAIN  I1JVESTIGATI0NS  PROJECT 
EXTENDS  ITS  TORK. 

Looking  toward  the  completion  of  standards  for  rice,  E.  G.  Boerner, 
of  the  Grain  Division,,  established  la"  branch  rice  grades  standards  labora- 
tory at  San  Francisco  while  in  the  field  recently,  where  information  will 
he  collected  for  the  Western  States  upon  which  to  "base  United  States  standard 
grades^ for  "brown  rice.    Standards  for  milled  rice  and  rough  rice  are  already 
established  and  in  use  by  the  rice  .trade  generally.    In  working  out  the  plans 
for  the  organization  and  operation  of  the  new  office  he  collaborated  informally 
with  the  Grain  Inspection' Service  of  the  California  State  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

Assisted  by  W.  B.  Smith,  project  leader  of  the  principal  rice  investi- 
gations office  at  New  Orleans,  La.,  conferences  were  held  with  representa- 
tives of  the  California  Rice  Growers  Association  and  millers  and. exporters  on 
the  subject.    As  a  result  of  these  investigations,  tentative  grades  for  brown 
rice  have  been  worked  cut  and  should  soon  be  completed.    The  Inspection  Ser- 
vice of  the  California  State  Department  of  Agriculture  has  indicated  its 
desire  to^ adopt  the  new  grades,  as  soon  as  they  are  completed,  for  use  in  con- 
nection with  that  Departments,  inspection  of  commercial  lots  of  brown  rice 
which  is  exported  by  the  California  Rice  Growers'  Association  and  others. 

Fnile  in- San  Francisco  Mr.  Boerner  also  organized  a  grain  handling 
investigations  project.  .This  work  will- be  conducted  by  George  P.  Bodner, 
who  has  been  carrying  on  similar,  work  in.  the  Pacific  Northwest  under  the  ■ 
leadership  of  E.  N.  Bates,  of  the  Portland  office.    The  work  in  California 
will  be  conducted  under  informal  cooperative  arrangements  with  Prof,  E.  J. 
Stirniman,  in  charge  of  the  Agricultural  Engineering  Department,  University 
of  .California.    Cost  status tics, havo  shown  that  bulk  handling  results  in 
material  savings  to  farmers,  and  with  this,  in  view  the.  grain  investigations 
project  has  been  working  for  the  past  four  or  five  years  in  the  direction 
of  assisting  farmers  in  handling  their  grain  in  bulk  rather  than  in  sacks. 
The  first  tangible  results  of  the  now  San  Francisco  office  were  recently 
reported  by  Mr.  Bodnar  in  letters  to  Mr.  Boerner,  from  which  the  fol- 
lowing is  quoted: 

"At  Grimes  (North  of  Colusa)  the  neighborhood  in  which  I  gave 
my  first  talk  on  bulk  handling  we  found  that  about  10  farms  involving 
nearly  10,000  acres  have  started  to  handle  their  grain  in  bulk  this 
year.    How  much  of  this  is  due  to  our  iniluence  is  hard  to  tell. 
Last  year  there  was  probably  not  over  750  to  1000  acres  being  bulked 
in  that  vicinity* 

"The  most  interesting  thing  I  have  to  mention  in  this  letter 
is  the  fact  that  one  of  the  farmers  who  attended  the  bulk  handling 
meeting  at  Williams,  Cal.,  at  which  I  gave  a  talk  on  bulk  handling, 
built  himself  a  50,000  bushel  farm  elevator  which  will  probably  also 
be  used  as  a  loading  station  by  other  farmers  because  the  elevator 
is  built  on  a  railroad  right  of  way.    The  railroad  "built  a  spur 
track  for  the  farmer  free  of  cost  to  him.    Mr,  George  Farnsworth 
(&  Sons)  owner  of  the  plant  told  me  that  after  the  meeting  at 
Williams  he  went  home  and  studied  his  own  problems  and  decided  he 
was  through  with  sacks."  : 
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NEW  LEAFLET  A 

POPULAR  PUBLICATION. 

Believing  that  much  of  the  material  usually  published  in  Farmers'

favored  the  establishment  of  the  new  Leaflet  series,  two  or  three  copies 
of  which  I  am  enclosing. 

"The  material  for  the  Leaflets  should  he  well  written  and  inter- 
esting.   In  this  series  we  may  wisely  deviate  from  formal  style  and  aim 
to  make  the  copy  more  readable  by  utilizing  the  technic  of  current  popu- 
lar writing.    The  question  and  answer  method  may  be  used  at  times.  Good 
illustrations  are  desirable.     In  short,  these  Leaflets  should  be  attrac- 
tive, interesting,  informative,  concise. 

11 1  believe  that  much  of  the  matter  usually  published  in  Farmers' .. 
Bulletins  may  be  profitably  condensed  and  published  in  this  form,  giving 
the  reader  the  gist  of  what  he  wishes  to  know— practical  recommendations, 
remedies,  methods,  and  directions — and  omitting  the  technical  and  theoret- 
ical considerations  in  which  only  the  specialist  is  usually  ^interested. 
It  is  urged  that  the  Leaflet  series  be  kept  in  mind  when  revisions  of 
present  Farmers1  Bulletins  are  made.    Undoubtedly  many  of  the  long  bulle- 
tins can  be  condensed  and  printed  in  this  new  series  to  advantage,  accom- 
plishing thereby  a  saving  in  printing  costs  as  well  as  greater  effective- 
ness in  the  published  material." 

SOFT  WINTER  WHEAT  MARKET 

SITUATION  TO  BE  REVIEWED. 

A  special  review  on  the  soft  winter  wheat  market  situation,  to  be 
issued  weekly,  is  planned  by  the  grain,  hay  and  feed  market  news  service, 
of  the  Division  of  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed,  for  distribution  principally  in 
Pennsylvania,  Maryland  and  Virginia.    The  distribution  in  Pennsylvania 
will  be  handled  by  the  State  Bureau  of  Markets  from  its  office  at 
Philadelphia.    This  is  an  extension  of  the  market  news  service  under  the 
cooperative  arrangement  which  the  Bureau  has  with  the  State,  Arrangements 
for  distribution  in  the  other  States  have  not  yet  been  completed.

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LARGE  DEMAND  FOR 

GRAIN  MARKET  REVIEWS. 

Requests  have  "been  received  by  the  grain  market  news  service,  of  the 
Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division  from  more  than  600  farmers  and  cooperative 
elevators  during  the  past  few  weeks  for  the  grain  market  reviews  as  issued 
each  week.

THROWING  OBJECTS  FROM 

WINDOWS  IS  PROHIBITED. 

An  awning  at  the  window  of  one  of  the  Washington  offices  caught  fire 
recently  as  a  result  of  the  carelessness  of  an. employe.    Lighted  pipe 
ashes  were  thro?m  from  a  window,  igniting  as  they  fell  on  the  awning  below. 
The  emergency  fire  extinguisher,  close  at  hand,  was  immediately  used,  and 
through  the  quick  action  of  the  occupants  of  the  room  the  fire  was  soon 
put  out  and  more  serious  damage  averted. 

There  is  an  order  in  effect  in  the  Department  against  throwing  any- 
thing out  of  windows.    That  this  regulation  has  not  been  obeyed  is  evi- 
denced by  the  present  incident  and  the  fact  that  the  Chief  .Clerk  of  the 
Department  has  reported  occasions  when  objects  were  seen  falling  from  the 
Windows  of  the  Bieber  Building. 

The  throwing  from  windows  ox  lighted  cigarettes,  cigars,  ashes  or 
matches,  or  any  other  object,  is  a  serious  offense,  and  employes  are  again 
requested  to  refrain  therefrom. 


ASK  ME  MOTHER  ABOUT  THE  BUREAU.

^The  designation  to  be  used  is  that  term  or  title  used  by  the  admin- 
istrative office  to  indicate  the  character  of  the  work  performed,  such  as  chief 
of  division,  bookkeeper,  correspondence  clerk,  statistical  clerk,  stenographer, 
typist,  auditor,  topographic  draftsman,  messenger,  etc,    There  employes 
perform  duties  of  a  general  clerical  character  which  do  not  have  specific 
descriptive  titles  tie  term  ncleikn  should  bo  used.     In  order  that"  the  use 
of  titles  may  be  in  harmony  throughout  the  Bureau,  a  list  of  employes 
with  the  assigned  descriptive  titles  should  be  submitted  to  the  Bureau 
Business  Manager  for  approval. 

The  coinmn  headed  "Signatures  for  Cash  and  notations  of  Check  Payments" 
should  be  left  blank.    This  column  is  for  use  after  receipt  of  the  roll  in 
the  Disbursing  Office.

He  was  in  Washington  taking  fifteen  days'  training  at  the  War  Department 
as  a  reserve  officer,  and  visited  this  Bureau  at  the  request  of  that  Depart- 
ment. 

Robert  L.  Nixon,  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  was  in  Henderson,  N.  C», 
Norfolk,  Va. ,  and  Clemson  College,  S.C.,  last  week  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
cussing with  cotton  dealers  and  cotton  growers  questions  relating  to  uni- 
form tare  and  weight  of  cotton  bales,  and  to  conduct  tests  of  the  strength 
and  serviceability  of  material  used  for  cotton  bagging. 

L.  S.  Hulbert,  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing,  is  spending  a  month's 
vacation  at  Orkney  Springs,  Va, 

Miss  Esther  M.  Carlson,  Junior  Clerk,  Chicago  Livestock,  Meats  and 
Wool  Division,  resigned  effective  July  23;  Miss  Beatrice  V.  Garber,  Junior 
Clerk  of  the  New  York  office,  will  leave  the  service  August  10. 

Mrs.  Justine  Warner,  Photographic  Laboratory,  has  our  sympathy  in  the 
recent  loss  of  her  sister. 

J.  F.  Booth,  Cooperative  Marketing,  left  July  22,  for  Prescott  and  To- 
ronto, Ont.,  Montreal  and  Quebec  City,  Que.;  Truro  and  Halifax,  N.S.;  St. Johns, 
N.B.,  Charlotte  Town  and  local  points  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  in  continuation 
of  the  study  of  agricultural  cooperative  associations  handling  grain  in  the 
western  Canadian  provinces.    He  will  be  in  the  field  about  two  weeks. 

John  E.  Cox  and  H.  E.  B&rp, ,  Grain  Division,  w§re  in  Westminster, 
New  Windsor,  Frederick  and  Ellicott  City,  Md. ,  last  week  collecting  samples 
of  garlic  in  the  different  stages  of  development  to  ascertain  the  effect  of 
garlic  in  determining  the  grade  of  wheat. 
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German  agriculture  is  approaching  pre-war  figures,  according  to 
George  C.  Haas,  Agri cultural  Commissioner  of  the  Berlin  office,  who  is  in 
Washington  for  the  purpose  of  consulting  with  administrive  officials  in  re- 
gard to  his  work  abroad.    The  number  'of  hogs  and  cattle  is  about  86  and  93 
per  cent  respectively  of  the  pre-war  level.    Good  crops  of  potatoes,  rye  and 
wheat  have  been  yielding  about  100,  85  and  90  per  cent  of  pre-war  production. 
Pre-war  tendencies  in  development  are  also  appearing.    Efforts  are  being 
made  to  stimulate  the  production  of  livestock  and  livestock  products, 
especially  meat  hogs  and  dairy  products ,  at  the  expense  of  the  less  intensive 
cereal  production.    In  so  far  as  this  movement  is  successful,  Mr.  Haas  believes 
it  should  favorably  affect  our  German  market  for  bread  cereals  and  some  feed- 
stuffs,  and  an  increased  production  of  hogs  produced  primarily  for  meat 
probably  would  not  materially  affect  the  German  market  for  our  lard. 

The  whole  trend  in  the  German  situation  is  toward  good  or  increased 
demand  for  most  of  the  American  agricultural  products  sold  in  Germany, 
Mr.  Haas  states.    The  upward  turn  in  the  German  economic  situation  which 
set  in  about  a  year  ago  has  brought  with  it  substantial  increases  in  the 
general  purchasing  power.    The  demand  for  cotton,  the  most  important  American 
agricultural  export  to  Germany,  has  greatly  benefited  by  this  improved  market 
situation.    German  cotton  spinning  mills  are  now  operating  at  full  capacity, 
whereas  a  year  ago  only  about  50  per  cent  of  the  spindles  were  active.    It  is 
not  improbable,  Mr.  Haas  believes,  that  the  present  high  level  of  German  con- 
sumption of  American  cotton  may  be  increased,  as  Germany  is  the  only  im- 
portant European  cotton  spinning  country  whose  mill  production  is  less  than 
domestic  requirements.    The  increased  German  purchasing  power  has  also  favored 
the  market  for  some  other  American  farm  products,  he  asserts.    Last  year,  for 
example,  the  German  imports  of  American  apples  reached  record  figures  in  conse- 
quence of  the  large  American  crop  and  the  improved  German  market. 

IOWA  COOPERATES  JM  SHIPPING 

POINT  INSPECTION  SERVICE. 

A  cooperative  agreement  with  the  Iowa  State  Vegetable  Growers1  Asso- 
ciation, a  subsidiary  of  the  State  Extension  Service,  has  recently  been 
consummated  by  the  Bureau  to  cover  shipping  point  inspection  in  Iowa  for  onions 
and  other  vegetables.    This  is  the  first  cooperative  inspection  work  in  the 
State  of  Iowa,  the  service  having  previously  been  carried  on  in  that  State 
independently  by  the  Bureau  and  entirely  at  Government  expense. 
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FEDERAL  WAREHOUSE  RECEIPTS 

FIND  FAVOR  IN  OZARKS. 

Nine  additional  warehouses  were  inspected  for  licensing  under  the 
United  States  Warehouse  Act  as  canned  foods  warehouses  during  the  recent 
trip  to  the  Ozark  area  "by  Paul  M.  Williams,  of  the  Warehouse  Division,  and 
Carl  C.  Brown,  Warehouse  Examiner  of  the  Dallas  office.    Indications  are 
that  there  will  "be  a  normal  pack  of  tomatoes  in  the  Ozark  section  this 
season  and  that  a  number  of  canners  will  finance  their  operations  this 
year  on  the  basis  of  Federal  warehouse  receipts,  Mr.  Williams  stated 
upon  his  return  to  Washington  recently.    He  added  that  at  a  meeting  of 
bankers,  warehousemen,  and  canners  held  at  Monett,  Mo,,  the  middle  of  July, 
the  leading  bankers  of  the  territory  expressed  themselves  as  being  heartily 
in  favor  of  Federal  warehouse  receipts.  '' 

STOCKMEN  SHOW  KEEN  INTEREST 
IN  CATTLE  POOL. 

Four  hundred  livestock  feeders  from  Illinois,  Indiana  and  Missouri 
gathered  at  the  Cattle  Feeders. Convention  at  Urbana,  Illinois,  July  15.  . 
C.  G.  Randell,  of  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing,  addressed  the 
meeting  on  "Purchasing  Feeder  Cattle  and  Cattle  Pools." 

A  demonstration  was  given  of  100  feeder  calves  which  had  been  shipped 
out  of  the  Highland  country  of  West  Texas  to  the  University  of  Illinois  for 
experimental  feeding  by  the  Producers1  Cattle  Pool.    In  all  11,000  cattle  . 
were  shipped  out  by  the  Pool  and  moved  direct  from  the  range  to  corn  belt 
feed  lots.    When  the  shipments  were  made  last  fall,  Mr.  Randell  spent  some 
time  assisting  with  the  .work,  and  therefore  he  was  able  to  give  the  stock- 
men at  the  Convention  information  relative  to  the  inspection  of  the  herds 
from  which  the  cattle  were  selected,  the  cutting  of  the  cattle  from  the 
round-ups,  their  grading  for  quality  and  weight,  their  weighing,  loading 
and  shipping.    He  discussed  also  the  problems  which  arose  in  transporting 
the  cattle,  which  dealt  chiefly  with  the  handling  of  the  stock  at  feed 
in  transit  points  and  the  securing  of  feed  in  transit  privileges  from  rail- 
roads.   The  feeders  were  very  much  interested  in  the  Cattle  Pool,  and  Mr. 
Randell  believes  will  increase  their  orders  this  year.

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MR.  NYHUS  DISCUSSES 

CHINESE  SITUATION. 

Paul  0.  Nyhus,  who  is  in  the  Orient  investigating  markets  for  .Ameri- 
can farm  products  and  studying  conditions  under  which  agricultural  produc- 
tion is  carried  on  there,  writes  interestingly  of  the  Chinese  situation  in 
a  recent  letter  to  Ghas.  E.  Gage,  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates, 
from  which  the  following  is  quoted: 

"Undoubtedly  the  home  papers  have  over-colored  the  political 
and  anti-foreign  situation  out  here.     China  is  in  chaos,  "but  foreign- 
ers were  untouched,  practically  until  the  Nanking  affair,-  as  compared 
to  the  suffering  and  hardships  of  the  natives  due  to  civil  war  and 
support  of  the  armies.     It  is  inconceivable  to  us  to  tolerate  plun- 
dering armies  and  exactions  of  war  lords  for  their  personal  wealth, - 
but  due  to  indifference  mostly,  and  helplessness  partly  the  Chinese 
people  have  and  are  enduring  it. 

"Back  of  the  anti-foreign  agitation  there  is  a  long  story-  a 
traditional  feeling  on  the  part  of  some  Chinese  of  superiority,  a 
resistance  to  Western  or  occidental  civilization,  a  resentment  par- 
ticularly by  returned  students,  of  the  disrespect  of  so-called  sov- 
erign  Chinese  rights  by  the  Powers.  *** 

"Of  course,  China's  foreign  relations  is  no  problem  at  all 
compared  to  her  domestic  problems,  but  'down  with  foreign  imperialism1 
is  a  rally  call  which  unites  the  people.    In  the  past,  since  the  over- 
throw of  the  dynasty  in  1912,  the  political  leaders  and  generals 
have  worked  only  for  their  own  power  or  wealth.    They  have  not  known 
loyalty  to  a  plan  or  ideal  of  good  government,    fith  a  people  of  that 
sort  the  hope  of  a  good  government  being  established  is  remote.  What 
hope  there  is  certainly  does  not  lie  with  the  northern  war  generals 
but  does  seem  to  be  in  the  Nationalist  or  Kuomentang  Party.    I  think 
that  the  Bight  or  Conservative  wing  headed  up  by  Chan-Chi-Shik  gives 
promise  of  something  worth  while  ***.      Bolshevism  or  Russian  propa- 
ganda has  made  bold  and  destructive  mobs  from  people  who  naturally 
are  peaceful  and  friendly.    The  Nanking  outrages  were  engineered,  it 
seems,  by  Red  elements  in  the  Southern  Army  to  embarrass  the  Right 
Wing,  and  Chan-Chi-Shek  in  particular.  ***  I  have  come  to  know  Mr. 
Reisner,  the  Dean  of  the  Agricultural  College,  very  well.    Few  people 
had  more  faith  in  the  Chinese  and  in  the  Nationalist  Party  than  did 
the  Nanking  University  people.    When  I  was  there  on  March  1  they  said 
they  would  be  glad  when  the  Southerners  would  get  to  Nanking  to  dis- 
place the  Northern  troops.    They  never  expected  serious  trouble  with 
the  Southerner  s/W' say  anything  about  fearing  for  their  lives."

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NEW  YORK  TO  HAVE  BEAN 

INSPECTION  SERVICE.  ;  •  ' 

An  agreement  has  "been-  consummated  with  the  Produce  Exchange  of 
New.  York  for  the  inspection  of  "beans  under  United  States  standards. 
Inspectors  of  the  Exchange  are  now  "being'  trained  "by.  J,  •  E.  Barr,  Bean  . 
Standardization,  Hay,..  Peed  and  Seed  Division,  in  the  application  and    ■;  s 
interpretation  of  the  standards  and  wil^  "be  licensed  as  soon  as  they 
are  qualified. 

;  •  New  York  is  one  of  the  most  important  terminal  "bean  markets, 
and  from  the  standpoint  of  federal  inspection,  one  of  the  most  inter- 
esting because  of  the  number  of  commercial  classes,  both  domestic  and 
foreign,  handled  there.    Federal  inspection  will  aid  in  the  proper 
classification  of  imported  beans  as  well  as  provide  uniform  grade  de- 
terminations of  domestic  beans,  and  dealers  and  importers,  many  of  whom 
handle  large  Government  contracts,  have  expressed  considerable  interest 
in  the  work.

On  the  22nd  of 
each  month,  the  International  Trade  Unit  of  the  Division  of  Statistical 
and  Historical  Research  takes  off  the  data  from  the  coded  sheets  for  the 
imports  and  exports  of  all  important  agricultural  commodities.  These 
data  are  published  in  FOREIGN  CROPS  SD  MARKETS,  made  available  to  the 
various  commodity  divisions  of  the  Bureau  for  their  special  purposes,  and 
are  cabled  to  the ■ International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome.

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jjgl  ZEALAND  DESIRES  TO  MAINTAIN 
SEPARATE  IDENTITY. 

;  A  protest  against  the  use  of  the  words  "Australia"  and  "Australasian" 
as  describing  the  territory  which  includes  New  Zealand  or  its  inhabitants 
has  been  voiced  through  the  Associated  Chambers  of  Commerce  to  all  Chambers 
of  Commerce  in  that  territory  and  to  Consuls.    The  letter  has  been  brought 
to  the  attention  of  this  Department  through  the  Department  of  State. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Bureau  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  dominion 
in  this  matter  and  the  cooperation  of  our  personnel  who  are  engaged  in  pre- 
paring official  correspondence,  reports,  bulletins,  etc.,  is  requested. 
In  order  that  a  better  understanding  may  be  had  of  the  reasons  of  the  domin- 
ion in  desiring  to  maintain  a  distinct  identity,  the  following  is  quoted  from 
the  letter  in  question: 

"The  Executive  of  this  Association  requests  your  cooperation  in 
suppressing  the  words  *  Australasia1  and  'Australasian.1 

^"Eor  several  years  Chambers  of  Commerce,  and  New  Zealand  business 
men  in  general,  have  sought  to  discourage  the  use  of  these  terms,  in 
the  hope  of  their  eventual  elimination.    We  know  what  the  words  are 
.  intended  to  convey,  but  people  overseas  who  have  little  knowledge  of 
this  portion  of  the  world  may  be  excused  for  thinking  that  the  terms 
refer  to  a  land  somewhere  in,  or  to  the  south  of  Asia. 

"Those  who  do  know  of  the  existence  of  Australia  probably  regard 
them  as  descriptive  of  a  greater  Australia.  Either  way,  it  is  unfair 
to  New  Zealand.' 

"We  desire  the  world  to  know  of  the  existence  of  ITew  Zealand 
and  also  that  our  identity  is  separate  and  apart  from  that  of  Australia. 

"We  appreciate  the  greatness  and  high  destiny  of  the  Common- 
wealth across  the  Tasman,  and  desire  to  establish  and  maintain  the 
closest  social  and  trading  relations  with  her  people.    Nevertheless,  we 
are  separated  in  ways  other  than  the  1200  miles  of  ocean  between  us. 
Our  political  systems,  our  markets,  tariffs,  immigration  laws,  and 
labour  legislation  are  diverse;  and  in  some  directions  the  national 
outlook  and  aspirations  of  our  peoples  are  not  along  parallel  lines. 

"We  discourage  the  appointment  of  'Australasian'  agents. 
Hew  Zealand  is  now  a  sufficiently  large  territory  to  need  separate 
management . 

"Whatever  the  arguments,  the  fact  remains  that  these  offending 
words  both  ignore  our  identity  and  submerge  our  individuality.  Will 
you  please  refrain  from  using  them;  and,  when  and  where  you  can, 
make  known  our  objections  to  them?"

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CHARGES  RESTRICTED  FOR 

REPAIR  OF  AUTOMOBILES.  •  - 

There  Is  quoted  below,  in  full,  P.B.A.  Circular  No.  78,  of  interest 
to  those  who  use  motor  vehicles  in  their  official  work.    Employes  are 
reminded  that  all  vouchers,  submitted  for  expenses  incurred  by  the  use  of 
motor  vehicles,  must  show  whether  truck  or  passenger- carrying  vehicle  v/as 
used,  and  indicate  the  identification  number  assigned  to  the  machine  by 
the  Bureau. 

"The  Agricultural  Appropriation  Act  for  the  fiscal  year  1928 
under  the  heading,  "Passenger-carrying  Vehicles,"  contains  a  new 
provision  as  follows:     "Provided  further,  That  expenditures  from 
appropriations  contained  in  this  Act  for  the  maintenance,  upkeep, 
and  repair,  exclusive  of  garage  rent,  pay  of  operator,  fuel  and 
lubricants,  on  any  one  vehicle  used  by  the  department  shall  not 
exceed  one-third  of  the  market  price  of  a  new  vehicle  of  the  same 
make  or  class,  and  in  no  case  more  than  $500."    There  is  the  usual 
provision  also  that  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  make  annual 
report  to  Congress  of  the  expenditures  "under  the  provisions  of  this 
paragraph,"  which  means  that  the  cost  of  purchase,  maintenance,  repair, 
and  operation  of  motor-propelled  and  horse-drawn  passenger-carrying 
vehicles  shall  be  shown  as  heretofore  in  the  annual  statements. 

"The  new  provision  applies  to  passenger-carrying  vehicles  alone . 
It  will  not  change  the  character  of  the  operation  and  maintenance 
report  for. 1927.    That  for  1928,  however,  will  contain  the  following  • 
headings:  Motor  Number,  Make,  Passenger  Capacity,  Place  of  Use,  Market 
Price  of  Same  Make  and  Class  of  Car  on  July  1,  1927,  Cost  of  Operation 
and  Maintenance,  Cost  of  Upkeep  and  Repair,  Total  Expenditures. 
"Operation  and  Maintenance"  will  include  garage  rent,  pay  of  operator, 
fuel  and  lubricants,  and  labor  for  cleaning,  greasing,  oiling  and 
fueling:    "Upkeep  and  Repair"  will  include  repair  and  replacement  of 
parts,  including  tires  and  articles  of  equipment,  but  will  exclude 
additional  articles  of  equipment  which  are  not  replacements.    "Pay  of 
Operator"  will  rarely  be  used  in  the  r^-oorts  of  this  Department.  It 
applies  to  employment  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  driving  or  maintain- 
ing passenger-carrying  vehicles.    Ho  account  should  be  taken  of  the 
salaries  of  employees  who  drive  merely  as  an  incident  to  the  transpor- 
tation required  by  their  work. 

"The  total  of  the  column  "Upkeep  and  Repair"  should  not  exceed 
one-third  of  the  market  price  of  a  new  car  of  the  same  make  and  class, 
or  in  any  event  $500.    "Market  price"  is  the  price  on  July  1  of  the 
year  for  which  report  is  made  of  the  same  make  and  class  of  car  (current 
model)  with  similar  equipment,  delivered  at  the  place  in  which  the  car 
is  principally  used.    In  the  case  of  a  new  model  placed  on  sale  after 
July  1  the  price  at  initial  appearance  should  be  used."

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BOSTON  MEETING  WILL  DISCUSS

marketing  milk  in  New  England  undertaken  last  fall  at  the  request  of  dairy 
cooperatives  in  those  States.

In  the  meantime,  for  the  "benefit  of  the  cooperatives 
and  others  interested,  representatives  of  twenty  dairy  marketing  associa- 
tions, directors  of  the  Extension  Service  and  of  Experiment  Stations,  and 
Commissioners  of  Agriculture,  of  the  New  England  States,  have  been  invited 
to  hear  a  presentation  and  interpretation  of  the  findings  of  this  survey 
by  Chris  L.  Christensen,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Market- 
ing, and  by  Mr.  Schoenfeld. 

BEEF  CATTLE  OUTLOOK  MEETING- 
TP  BE  HELD  IN  WEST. 

Representatives  of  the  Experiment  Stations  and  Extension 
Services  of  North  and  South  Dakota,  Montana,  and  Yfyoming,  will  meet  at 
Miles  City,  Montana,  on  August  15  to  prepare  a  report  on  the  beef  cattle 
outlook  for  the  Northern  Great  Plains  cattlemen.    It  is  expected  that 
C.  L.  Harlan,  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  and  possibly 
someone  from  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  will  attend  this  meeting. 
The  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs  and  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry  are  cooperating  with  the  Experiment  Stations  in  these  states 
on  a  regional  study  of  ranch  management.    It  is  hoped  that  this  outlook 
report  will  be  of  particular  value  to  the  ranchmen  who  are  cooperating 
in  this  study. 

STAMPED  BEEF  MOVING 

IN  LARGE  QUANTITIES. 

The  first  full  carload  of  grade- stamped  beef  reached  New  York  City 
last  week  and  topped  the  market,    'it  is  understood  that  another  carload 
of  similarly  stamped  beef  is  en  route  from  Omaha  to  New  York.    The  propor- 
tion of  beef  being  offered  for  Government  grading  and  stamping  is  increasing 
steadily,  apparently  in  keeping  with  corresponding  increases  in  consumer 
demand  for  such  beef. 
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BUREAU  TO  AID  IN  SCHOOL  OF 

MARKETING  IN  CONNECTICUT. 

The  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing  will  cooperate  in  a  school  and 
institute  of  cooperation,  to  he  held  at  Storrs,  Conn.,  August  16-19  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Connecticut  Agricultural  College.    The  cooperative  asso- 
ciations of  Connecticut  will  also  lend  their  aid  in  this  work. 

Announcement  of  the  four-day  courses  indicates  that  the  purposes  of 
the  institute  are  two-fold: 

First,  to  make  it  possible  for  the  men  who  now  bear  the  responsibili- 
ty for  the  control  and  guidance  of  cooperative  marketing  in  the  various  lo- 
calities of  New  England  to  profit  by  each  other's  experience  and  methods 
and  to  study  cooperation  under  the  instruction  of  men  of  national  reputation 
in  the  field;  second,  to  bring  some  of  the  most  promising  and  able  of  the 
young  farmers  of  New  England  into  contact  with  these  teachers  and  with  the 
present  leaders  of  cooperation,  in  order  that  they  may  be  prepared  to  take 
up  the  burden  of  responsibility  when  their  time  comes. 

A.  W.  McKay,  Hutzel  Metzger,  George  0.  Gatlin,  and  A.  V.  Swarthout 
of  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing,  will  participate  in  the  courses  and 
address  several  sessions. 

PRINCE  OE  WALES  EXHIBIT'S  AT 

WORLD'S  POULTRY  CONGRESS. 

The  World's  Poultry  Congress  at  Ottawa,  Canada,  was  splendidly  or- 
ganized and  a  most-  successful  affair  according  to  Roy  C.  Potts  who  returned 
on  August  5.    The  daily  sessions  were  regularly  attended  by  more  than 
1,500  people.    At  the  exhibition  grounds,  in  addition  to  attendance  by  the 
official  delegates  from  the  various  countries,  there  were  25,000  who  paid 
admission  during  the  period  of  the  Congress  -  July  27  to  August  4. 

Mr.  Potts  reports  that  this  Department's  exhibit  in  the  International 
Building  was  the  center  of  much  interest  and  a  great  success.    Exhibits  of 
live  poultry  were  made  by  breeders  from  all  over  the  world,  a  number  of 
these  having  been  sent  from  the  United  States.    An  exhibit  of  buff  Orphing- 
tons  and  white  Wyandottes  by  the  Prince  of  Wales  attracted  much  attention. 

Garden  parties  were  arranged  for  the  delegates  to  meet  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture  at  the  Experimental  Farm  and  the  Prince  of  Wales  and  Govern- 
or General  at  the  Government  House,  both  of  which  parties  were  attended  by 
approximately  3,000  people.

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LEAVE  INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  ATTENDANCE 

OF  AMERICAN  LEGION  CONVENTION. 

The  Act  approved  May  20,  1926  (Public  No.  258,  69th  Congress)  as 
amended  "by  the  Act  of  July  3,  1926  (Public  Ko,  504,  69th  Congress)  author- 
izes the  heads  of  executive  departments,  in  their  discretion,  to  grant 
annual  leave  not  taken  during  the  calendar  year  1926  to  ex-service  men 
and  women  for  the  sole  purpose  of  attending  the  annual  convention  of  the 
Anerican  Legion  in  Paris,  France,  in  addition  to  the  regular  annual  leave 
for  the  calendar  year  1927. 

P.B.A.  Circulars  Nos.  40  and  71,.  dated  July  1,  1926,  and' April  28, 
1927,  respectively,  prescribe  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in  applying  for 
and  reporting  this  cumulative  leave  and  call  attention  to  the  requirements 
of  the  Comptroller  General  to  be  observed  in  preparing  payrolls  carrying 
payments  to  ex-service  men  and  women  who  may  be  granted  the  cumulative 
leave. 

The  term  "ex-service  men  and  women"  as  used  in  the  enabling  Act  is 
construed  to  describe  the  status  of  any  person  who.  was  mustered  into  the 
military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  without  restriction  to 
service  during  the  World  .War.  . 

Applications  involving  cumulative  leave  should  be  made  on  the  regu- 
lar Departmental  blanks  and  forwarded  to  the  Bureau  through  the  usual  chan- 
nels.   They  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  reading  "I  hereby  certify 
that  I  ras  mustered  into  (state  whether  the  U. .  S.  Army,  Navy  or  Marine 

Corps)  in   (year)  and  performed  service  therein."   .After  receipt  in  the 

Bureau,  the  applications  will  be  forwarded  with,  the .  recommendation  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  to  the  Office  of  Personnel  and  Business  Administration 
for  action  by  the  Secretary. 

In  preparing  payrolls  involving  cumulative,  leave,  there  should  be 
noted  in  the  "Remarks"  column  opposite  employees  name,  until  final  payment" 
is  made,  the  fact  that  employe  is  on  leave  for  the  sole  purpose  of  attend- 
ing the  convention,  giving  dates  of  beginning  and  ending  leave  and  the  number 
of  days  applicable  to  each  year-    For  example,  where  a  field  employe  is 
granted  30  days'  leave,  September  1  to  October  6,  inclusive,  15  of  which 
apply  to  the  calendar  year  1926  and  15  to  the  calendar  year  1927,  there 
should  be  noted  in  the  remarks  column:

15  days. 1926;  15  days  1927, 

For  payroll  purposes,  the  current  year's  leave  will  be  considered  as 
taken  first  and  payment  to  employes  for  such  leave  will  be  accepted  without 
special  notations  as  to  attendance;  but  for  all  payments  for  leave  accrued 
during  the  preceding  year,  a  positive  statement  by  the  administrative  office 
that  evidence  of  attendance  at  the  convention  is  on  file  must  be  noted  on 
the  payroll.    This  evidence  will  consist  of  a  signed  affidavit  on  a  prescribed 
form  which  shows  attendance  at  the  convention.    Forms  may  be  obtained  from 
head  clerks  of  projects.    The  affidavits  will  be  retained  in  the  Bureau 
personnel  files.

In  connection  with  his  attendance  at  the  World's  Poultry  Congress, 
Mr.  Tenny  will  accompany  a.  tour  of  the  Canadian  Provinces  which  has  been 
arranged  by  the  Canadian  Government.

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W.  A.  Wheeler,  in  charge,  Division  of  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed,  is  leaving 
on  August  13  for  Bozeman,  Montana,  where  a  conference  has  "been  arranged  of 
representatives  of  several  of  the  Western  States  engaged  in  seed  certifica- 
tion work.    This  conference  is  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  plans  for 
coordinating  the  work  that  is  now  "being  done  in  surplus  alfalfa  seed  pro- 
ducing States  with  the  proposed  United  States  seed  verification  service 
that  is  to  he  inaugurated  in  September  of  this  year.    Mr.  ITheeler  will  also 
visit  Salt  Lake  City,  Denver,  Kansas  City,  Minneapolis  and  Chicago  to  confer 
with  seedsmen  and  representatives  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division  relative 
to  the  proposed  new  service.

DELEGATES  VISIT  BUREAU. 

On  Saturday  forenoon  a  group  of  delegates  from  the  World's  Poultry- 
Congress  at  Ottawa  visited  the  Bureau  where  for  more  than  two  hours  the 
various  activities  of  the  Bureau  as  related  to  the  poultry  industry  were 
discussed  under  three  separate  topics:     (l)  statistics  for  the  poultry 
industry;  (2)  standardization  and  inspection  of  poultry  and  eggs.

The  delegates  were  welcomed  to  the  Bureau  "by  Nils  A.  Olsen,  Act- 
ing Chief,  who  outlined  the  general  scope  of  the  Bureau's  work.  Among

of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products;  K.  R.  Tolley,  Division  of  Farm  Management 
and  Costs;  Messrs,  McKay,  Scanlan  and  Elsworth,  Division  of  Cooperative 
Marketing;  0,  C.  Stine,  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research; 
J.  C,  Gilbert,  Division  of  Economic  Information;  and  William  Broxton, 
Cold  Storage  Section.

REPORT  ON  ELOOD  SITUATION 
TO  BE  RELEASED 

A  general  report  covering  the  flood  situation  in  the  lower 
Mississippi  Valley  is  now  in  the  course  of  preparation  and  will  probably 
be  published  within  one  or  two  weeks.    This  information  was  gathered 
by  the  Agricultural  Statisticians  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock 
Estimates  in  the  States  concerned,     Joseph  A.  Becker,  of  the  Washington 
office,  is  responsible  for  the  preparation  of  the  general  summary.

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EXCESS  WOOL  PROFITS  CASE  BEFORE 
SUPREME  COURT  IN  PALL . 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has  set  the  excess  wool 
profits  case  of  the  United  States  vs.  McEarland  for  argument  on  October  3, 
the  opening  day  of  the  fail  term.    The  principal  points  to  be  decided  are 
the  validity *of  the  191S  Government  wool  regulations  and  the  meaning  of 
"gross  profits"  as  the  term  is  used  in  the  regulations.    There  is.,  promise, 
therefore,  that  a  Supreme  Court  decision  may  "be  obtained  early  in  the 
winter.  ■   If  the  decision  is  favorable  to  the  Government  all  suits  pending 
in  Federal  District  Courts  will  be  pressed  for  trial  and  every  effort  made 
-  to  clear  up  this  war-time  activity.     If  the  decision  is  unfavorable  to 
the  Government  the  work  will  be  closed  up  sooner.     The  excess  profits  yet- 
to  be' collected  amount  to  $710,000. 

Case  after  case  of  excess  wool  profits  have  been  won  by  the  Govern- 
ment in  the  Federal  Courts,  seven  Federal  District  Judges  passing  favor- 
ably upon  the  right  of  the  Government  to  collect  this  money,     One  case 
was  lost  by  the  Government  in  Baltimore,  Maryland,  affording  an  opportunity 
for  appeals  to  the  higher  courts.     It  has  been  understood  for  several  years 
that  a  Supreme  Court  decision  would  be  required  before  settlement  could  be 
obtained  from  the. larger  dealers  who  hold  practically  half  of  the  total 
excess  profits  of  $1,500,000  made  on  wool  during  the  year  1918,.  but  this 
is  the  first  opportunity  to  reach  the  Supreme  Court. 

BARKERS  DECLARE  THAT  WAREHOUSE  • 
RECEIPT  CARRIES  SECURITY, 

"The  United  States  Warehouse  Act  and  Its  Relation  to  Banking,"  an 
address  by  H,  S.  Yohe,  in  charge,  Warehouse  Division,  before  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  South  Carolina  Bankers.  Association  at  Ashville,  N,  C,, 
June  2g,  1927,  is  carried  in  full  in  the  July,  1927,  issue  of  the  ACCEPT- 
TA1ICE  BULLETIN,     This  publication  is-  issued  monthly  as  the  official 
organ  of  the  American  Acceptance  Council,  which  is  made  up  of  the  lead- 
ing banks  in  the  country.     Introducing  Mr,  Yohe's  remarks  is  the  follow- 
ing statement: 

"The  integrity  of  a  warehouse  receipt  upon  which  a  bank  is 
called  upon  to  loan  money  or  extend  its-  credit  through  the  medium 
of  a  bankers  acceptance  is  a  matter  of  supreme  importance.     If  the 
receipt  does  not  carry  to  the  barkers  the  security  that  it  im- 
plies, the  character  of  the  whole  transaction  is  seriously  affect- 
ed as  many  banks  have  found  when  caught  with  worthless  warehouse 
receipts.     The  United  States  Warehouse  Act  is  operating  primarily 
for  the  protection  of  the  bankers,  and  in  the  ten  years  since 
the  Act  was  passed  great  progress  has  been  made  in  standardizing 
the  operation  of  warehouses  and  giving  the  lenders  of  credit  a 
readable  instrument  as  collateral.     In  his  address  before  the 
South  Carolina  Banters  Association,  Mr,  Yohe  .gives  the  cotton 
bankers  some  very  sound  logic  in  support  of  his  plan  for  an 
extension  of  the  system  of  Federal  'licensed  warehouses.  Accept- 
ance Bankers  throughout  the  country  have  a  real  interest  in  this 
subject  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  is  outstanding  at  this 
time  more  than  $100,000,000  in  Bankers  ilcceptancen  secured  by 
Domestic  Warehouse  Receipts  as  collateral." 
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COURT'S  DECISION  AIDS  CROP 

REPORTING-  WORK  IN  MISSOURI. 

A  decision  of  importance  to  the  crop  reporting  work  has  recently ^ 
been  made  by  the  Missouri  Supreme  Court.     The  decision  upheld  the  constitu- 
tionality of  a  law  of  Missouri  requiring  county  and  township  assessors  to 
make  an  enumeration  of  acreage  and  other  facts  relating  to  agricultural 
production  for  dissemination  by  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture.  Similar 
laws  have  been  enacted  by  many  States,  but  two  or  three  of  these  have  been 
declared  unconstitutional,  with  the  result  that  the  annual  enumeration  by 
assessors  has  had  to  be  dropped.     The  decision  of  the  Missouri  Supreme  Court, 
in  the  present  instance  will  urobably  afford  a  basis  for  recording  laws  in 
other  States  relating  to  the  collection  of  agricultural  information  by  asses- 
sors where  these  are  in  question. 

E.  A.  Logan,  Agricultural  Statistician  for  Missouri,  who  was  origi- 
nally trained  for  the  law,  is  largely  responsible  for  having  this  case 
carried  through  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State. 

COMPENSATION  COMMISSION  &VABDS 

'  MAXIMUM  AMOUNTS  IN  OR IMS TAD  CASE. 

The  awards  of  the  Employes  Compensation  Commission  in  the  case  of 
Nels  A,  Grimstad  were  made  last  week.     The  decision  grants  Mrs,  Grimstad 
monthly  allowances  for  herself  and  son  in  the  maximum  amounts  permissible 
under  the  law.     These  will  continue  so  long  as  she  remains  unmarried  and 
until  the  child  reaches  the  age  of  13,  or  if  he  is  incapable  of  self-support 
then  on  account  of  some  physical  or  mental  disability,  until  he  is  able  to 
support  himself. 

Mr.  Grirnstad  lost  his  life  on  June  6  while  sampling  grain  in  South 
Chicago  at  a  local  elevator.

A  recent  memorandum  from  W,  A.  Jump,  Assistant  Director  of  Per- 
sonnel and  Business  Administration,  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  from 
time  to  time  there  are  submitted  to  the  Soilictor  for . approval,  "bonds  in 
connection  with  applications  for  subsistence  advances  on  forms  other  than 
that  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.     While  no  failure  on 
the  part  of  our  employes  to  comply  with  this  requirement  has  been  noticed, 
attention  is  directed  to  Bureau  Memorandum  of  March  31  carrying  the  state- 
ment:    "Standard  form  No.  19  is  for  bond  of  indemnity  and  must  be  used  for 
all  new  bonds.  '*

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SEED  VERIFICATION  SERVICE 

V:iLL  BEGIN  SZPTZLZBZR  I. 

A  seed  verification  service  will  be  inaugurated  by  the  Hay,  Eeed 
and  Seed  Division  on  September  1.     Buyers  of-  alfalfa,  red  clover  and  other 
seeds,  the  origin  cf  which  is  of  primary  importance,  will  soon  be  able  to 
purchase  seeds  with  a  verified-origin  seed  certificate  issued  under  author- 
ity of  this  Bureau, 

The  proposed  service  is  the  outgrowth  of  recommendations  made  at 
seed  marketing  conferences  held  in  June  end  November,  1926,  in  Chicago, 
to  devise  and  suggest  means  by  which  verification  of  origin  may  be  accom* 
plished.     The  tentative  plan  for  a  seed  verification  service,  developed 
at  these  conferences,  was  later  approved  by  the  International  Crop  Improve- 
ment Association  and  Wholesale  Grass  Seed  Dealers*  Association  (now  Farm 
Seed  Association  of  North  America) ,  with  the  recommendation  that  the  details 
be  worked  out  by  the  Bureau* 

In  June  of  this  year,  at  the  time  of  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
Farm  Seed  Association  of  North  American  and  the  American  Seed' Trade  Asso- 
ciation,  the  details  of  the  proposed  service  were  -presented  for  discussion* 
A  number  of  seedsmen  made  informal  request  that  this  service  be  established 
this  year  and  that  they  be  permitted  to  issue  verif iecUorigin  seed  certifi« 
cates  under  the.  proposed  plan.    Other  seedsmen  stated  that  they  were  con- 
sidering the  matter  favorably  and,  if  possible  for  them  to  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  this  service,  would  file  application  soon  after  the  announce- 
ment of  the  organization  of  the  service, 

In  this  service  only  the  verification  of  origin  and  identity  of  seeds 
is  contemplated.     There  has  been  considerable  discussion  in  recent  years 
concerning  the  value  of  origin  of  growth  of  certain  seeds,  particularly  al- 
falfa and  red  clover  seed.     Congress  has  enacted  legislation  to  furnish  pro- 
tection from  undesirable  foreign  strains  of  red  clover  and  alfalfa  seed  by 
coloring  such  seed  upon  entry  into  the  United  States.    This  protects  the 
American  farmer  from  objectionable  foreign  seed,  but  it  is  also  very  desirable 
to  protect  him  against  seed  produced  in  this  country  that  is  not  adapted  for 
his  use.    The  latter  may  be  accomplished  by  a  seed  verification  service. 

Under  this  service  the  origin  of  a  given  lot  of  seed  sold  by  an  au- 
thorized vendor  of  inspected  seed  may,  by  an  examination  of  records  by  a 
Federal  seed  inspector,  be  traced  back  to  the  place  the  seed  was  produced, 
Such  records  would  cover  all  lots  of  seed  from" the  time  they  are  received* 
from  the  grower  until  they  leave  the  seedsmanTs  warehouse.     In  addition  to 
the  records  themselves,  files  of  samples  of  all  lots  offered  for  sale  would 
afford  another  check  on  the  identity  of  these  lots. 

Under  the  proposed  plan,  seedsmen  who  comply  with  the  regulations  and 
provisions  of  the  Department  governing  the  service,  may  issue  U.  S,  verified 
origin  seed  certificates  on  seeds  which  have  been  previously  verified  as  to 
origin  by  an  authorized  inspector* 

It  may  be  impossible  the  first  year  of  the  service  to  handle  a  large 
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number  of  applications  as  no  funds  have  been  expressly  appropriated  for  the 
conduct  of  this  service*    Applications  will  be  considered  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  received,  and  when  as  many  have  been  received  and  approved 
as  the  Bureau  can  handle  this,  season,  later  applications  will  be  postponed 
for  action  until  after  July.  15  1923,  cr  until  such  time  as  additional  facili-

0 HQ  hundred  fifty  students  registered  for  the  school  cf  market- 
ing and  institute  of  cooperation,  held  at  Sto.rrs,  Connecticut,  August  16-19, 
in  which  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing  cooperated  with  the  Connec- 
ticut Agricultural  College  and  the  cooperative  associations  of  the  State* 
A,  W,  McKay,  Hutzel  Metzger,  George  0,  Gatlm  and  A*  V,  Swarthout,  who 
assisted  with  the  classes,  report  that  so  much  interest  was  aroused  by 
the  school  that  it  is  planned  to  make  it  a  permanent  New  England  institu- 
tion*   Farmers,  officials  of  State  bureaus  of  markets  and  agricultural 
colleges,  county  agents,  vocational  teachers,  and  directors,  managers  and 
field  men  of  cooperative  associations  made  up  the  classes*     The  Connecti- 
cut Milk  Producers  Association,  the  Eastern  States  EarmersT  Exchange,  and 
the  New  England  Milk  Producers1  Association  were  represented  by  a  number 
of  officials  and  directors* 

One  of  the  most  interesting  discussions  that  took  place  was  in  con- 
nection with  the  marketing  of  tobacco.    Out  of  this  discussion  strong 
sentiment  developed  in  favor  of  a  study  of  the  tobacco  marketing  situation 
in  Connecticut  by  this  Bureau  in  cooperation  with  the  Connecticut  Agricul- 
tural College*     Special  attention  was  given  to  the  problems  of  the  milk 
producers,  fruit  and  vegetable  growers,  and  the  poultry  producers  of 
New  England* 

According  to  present  plans  the  school  will  be  held  each  year  in 
one  of  the  New  England  States  and  will  be  supported  by  cooperative  asso- 
ciations, the  agricultural  colleges,  and  State  bureaus  of  markets  in  these 
States.

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LIVESTOCK  DIVISION  LEADERS  TO  INSTRUCT 

TEACHERS  OF  VOCATIONAL  AGRICULTURE. 

A  means  of  extending  a  knowledge  of  the  activities  of  the  Division 
of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  has  opened  up  recently  through  conferences 
between  C.  V.  Whalin,  in  charge  of  that  Division,  and  local  representatives 
of  the  Federal  Board  of  Vocational  Training,     The  proposition  has  been  sub- 
mitted by  the  Washington  Board  to  its  State.  Boards  of  Vocational  Training, 
with  the  result  that  requests  are  being  received  from  the  latter  for  lecturers 
and  demonstrators  to  discuss  the  market  classes  and  grades  of  livestock, 
markets  and  methods  of  marketing,  the  interpretation  of  market  reports,  and 
the  interpretation  of  market  demands  as  related  to  production  at  'their  next 
annual  conferences  of  teachers  of  vocational  agriculture*     It  is  believed 
that  contacts  between  the  divisions  leaders  and  State  supervisors  of 
agricultural  education  and  vocational  teachers  will  be  mutually  helpful 
in  reaching  the  future  livestock  producers  with  practical  economic  suggestions 
that  will  make  their  operations  more  profitable* 

COUNTRY  LIFE  CONFERENCE 
REPORTED  A  SUCCESS 

The  Country  Life  Week  at  the  Michigan  State  College,  East  Lansing, 
August  1-4,  is. reported  by  C;  J,  Galpin  and  J.  Clyde  Marquis,  upon  return- 
ing to  the  Bureau  from  attendance  there,  as  having  been  successful* 

There  were  a  number  of  meetings  during  the  week,  the  principal  one 
being  the  joint  session  of  the  American  Country  Life  Association  and  the 
American  Farm  Economics  Association,     Secretary  Jardine  opened  the  session 
with  an  address,    Mr,  Galpin *and  E,  L.  Xirkpatrick,  of  the  Division  of 
Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life,  and  C»  B,  Smith,  of  the  Extension  Service, 
also  addressed-  the  meeting,    Mr,  Marquis  acted  as  chairman  of  one  of  the 
discussion  groups. 

The  general  topic  of  the  meetings  was  farm  income  and  farm  life, 
and  the  coming  together  of  country  life  workers  and  economists  made  the 
conferences  of  particular  interest.

A  school  of  cooperation  was  held  during  the  same  week,  and  an  ad- 
dress on  cooperation  in  the 'United  States,  by  Mr,  Tenny,  was  read,  he 
being  unable  to  be  present  owing  to  his  attendance  at  the  World's  Poultry 
Congress  at  Ottawa,     Several  members  of  the  Department  staff  participated 
in  other  sessions  during  week,

The  tobacco 
growers  and  agricultural  groups  interested  in  the  development  of  cooper- 
ative marketing  have  requested  the  division  to  study  the  set-up  and  operations 
of  the  Tri-State  Tobacco  Growers T  Cooperative  Association  which  is  now  in 
the  hands  of  receivers.     It  is  the  hope  that  the  study  will  bring  out  the 
causes  for  the  failure  of  the  Association  and  other  phases  of  problems  in- 
volved in  the  cooperative  marketing,  of  tobacco  which  will  "be  helpful  for 
the  future  development  of  cooperation  among  tobacco  growers* 

THE  RICHMOND  NEWS  LEADER,  in  an  editorial  in  its  issue  of  August  IS, 
after  reviewing  the  questions  which  it  is  the  division !s  aim  to  answer, 
comments  as  follows:

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OPFOHTUITITIES  FOR  ADVANCEMENT 
FOR  OUR  TOOT  WORKERS. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  the  women  workers  in  the  Bureau,  which 
group  comprises  over  half  of  our  employes,  to  know  that  there  are  many 
opportunities  for  them  for  improvement  and  advancement  within  the  or- 
ganization.   At  present,   the  greater  number  of  appointments  in  this  group 
of  workers  are  made  in  the  lower  clerical  and  scientific  grades,   and  ad- 
vancement comes  through  promotion  and  assignment  to  higher  grades  involving 
greater  responsibility*.    There  are  unusual  opportunities  for  members  of 
this  group  in  the  lower  grades  to  improve  their  status  by  continued  edu- 
cational work  and  by  becoming  increasingly  familiar  with  the  technical 
details  in  the  various  units  in  thich  they  are  employed.     Continual  sub- 
stantial advancement  comes  only  through  the  assumption  and  discharge  of 
increased  responsibilities.    Practically  alX  of  the  assignments  occupied 
by  women  workers  above  Grades  2  and  3  are  filled  by  such  promotions  with- 
in the  service,;  These  include  statistical  clerks,  editorial  clerks,  secre- 
taries to  division  leaders,  head  clerks 9  independent  analysts,  writers, 
and  group  supervisors  responsible  for  the  activities  of  other  workers  in 
lower  grades.

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Of  the  several  major  problems  to  which  F,  G-.  Crout  and  H.  S.  Yohe, 
of  the  Warehouse  Diyrlsion,  on  their  trip  through  Georgia,  Alabama,  and 
Mississippi,  recently  gave  attention,  two  related  to  the  storage  of  cane 
sirup  in  large  tanks  and  to  the  storage  of  cottonseed  c fcher  than  prime 
seeds  as  defined  by  the  cottonseed  warehouse  regulations. 

Together  Messrs.   Crout  and  Yohe  examined  the  tanks  of  a  licensed 
sirup  warehouseman  which  operates  at  Cairo.  3a.     This  warehouseman  has'  two 
35,000  gallon  tanks  and  three  30,000  gallon  tanks,  all  built  in  space  which 
is  equipped  for  refrigeration,     under  amendments  to  the  simp  regulations 
made  some  time  ago,  the  storage  of  sirup  in  tanks  was  permissible  provided 
refrigeration  was  at  once  applied  to  the  si rap.     Warehousemen  contended 
that  this  was  nor.  necessary  in  the  fall  and  winter  months.     Those ..  charged 
with  administering  the  Warehouse  Act  felt  there  was  merit  to  the  contention 
but  facts  to  support  the  argument  were  lacking,  and  it  was  suggested  that 
sirup  be  placed  in  the  tanks  last  year  to  mace  a  demonstrate  on. 

Messrs.   Crout  and  Yohe  actually  inspected  the  simp  in  the  tanks 
and  tested  samples  drawn  therefrom.     They  were  so  impressed  with  the 
quality  and  condition  of  this  sirup  that  it  has  been  ruled  that  the  simp, 
when  properly  inspected,  may  be  placed  in  these  large  tanks,  leaving  it 
with  the  licensed  inspectors  to  determine  when  refrigeration  should  be 
applied,  but  in  no  event  must  refrigeration  be  applied  later  than  March  1, 
and  when  refrigeration  has  been  once  applied,  it  must  be  applied  continu- 
ously thereafter.     This  ruling  will  mean  a  saving  of  about  4-1/2  to  5 
cents  per  gallon  to  farmers  by  the  elimination  of  extra  barrel  charges. 

■The  cottonseed  warehouse  question  has  also  been  solved  to  the 
apparent  satisfaction  of  the  cottonseed  people.     After  inspecting  a 
number  of  cottonseed  warehouses  and  noting  carefully  the  cooling  system 
installed,  it  was  concluded  that  seed  which  are  not  prime  because  of 
excess  moisture  might  be  placed  in  licensed  compa.rtmen.-cs  equipped  with 
proper  and  adequate  cooling  system  for  condition  purposes,  but  no  receipts 
might  be  issued  to  cover  such  seed  until  they  are  determined,  by  actual 
inspection  and  test  of  licensed  inspectors,  to  be  prime  seels  as  defined 
by  the  war ehouse  regulations.     This  riming  has  the  hearty  support  of  the 
bankers  and  will  result  in  better  warehousing  and.  an  increased,  use  of  the 
Warehouse  Act. 

Already  one  warehouse  company  in  Mississippi  has  requested  the  in- 
spection of  12  warehouses  which  it  operates  and  several  others,  operating 
one  and  two  warehouses.,  have  a3  so  .requested  inspections-.     Is  is  expected 
that  there  will  be  a  considerable  increase  in  the  licensed  storage  capacity 
for  cottonseed  warehouses  this  season. 
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Professor  Jacob  S.  Lange,  Dean  of  the  Smallholders  Agricultural 
School  in  the  Province  of  Fuen,  Denmark,  will  discuss  agricultural  educa- 
tion in  Denmark  in  the  Audi  torium  of  the  New  National  Museum,  Friday, 
September  9,  at  3.30  p.m.     The  lecture  will  be  .given  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Graduate  School  of  the  Department,  a  committee  of  which,  composed 
of  G.  '7.  ^"ar "our ton  and  77.  J.  Humphreys ,  has  extended  a  cordial  invitation 
to  the  staff  of  the  Department  to  attend  the  lecture. 

Professor  Lange  is  a  graduate  of  the  Poyel  Agricultural  College  of 
Denmark  and  has  done  graduate  work  in  horticulture  in  Paris  and  at  the 
Eew  Sotanical  Gardens  in  London.     He  has  teen  a  teacher  in  Danish  agri- 
cultural schools  for  many  years  and  has  held  his  present  position  since 
1918. 

Professor  Lange  is  the  author  of  several  text  hooks  on  rural  and 
political  economy  which  are  widely  used  in  the  Dani  sh  agricultural  schools 
and  he  is  recognised  as  a  leader  of  agricultural  thought  in  Denmark.     He  is 
well  informed  not  only  on  agricultural  education  cut  on  the  development  of 
agricultural  cooperation  in  Denmark,  and  in  Lis  lecture  is  expected  to 
touch  on  the  relation  cf  educational  activities  to  the  cooperative  movement. 
It  is  expected  that  Professor  Lange  will  have  an  interesting  and  important 
message  for  Department  workers.

I  ■  THE  EASTERN  STAT- 5 3.  . 

A.  B,   ^en^jjn^,  Editor  of  THE  AGP  I CULTURAL  SITUATION,  returned  last 
week  from  a  two  weeks1  survey  of  general  agricultural  conditions-,  par- 
ticularly of  the  situation  in  the  dairy  industry,  .  in  the  Eastern  States. 

It  is  Mr,  Genung 's  impression  that  the  dairy  industry  is  in  a  strong 
position  for  another  year.     Dairy  cows  are  "bringing  very  high  prices,  he 
says.  •  Milk  is  selling  at  relatively  high  prices  ' though  dairymen- are 
taking  note  of  the  rising  prices  of  feeds.     More  heifer  calves  are  "being 
raised  than  were  raised  either  last  year  cr  the  year  before.     On  the 
whole,  Mr,   Genung  "believes  that  conditions  are  now  good  enough  to  • 
stimulate  expansion  in  dairy  production. 

Mr.   Genung  found  pouitrymen  generally  pessimistic.     They  have  been 
rather  hard  hit  by  the  low  price  of  eggs. 

The  crop  situation  through  the  East,  he  reports,  is  spotted.  Hay 
was  a  good  crop;  corn  is  very  backward  and  must  have  at  least  three  weeks 
of  good  weather  in  September,  free  of  frost,  he  believes",  to  make  good 
silage.    Potatoes  are  apparently  a  good  crop,  although  there  are  signs 
of  blight.     Fruits  are  about  half  of  last  year 1 s  crop.

MOERIS  SON",  of  Morris,  Minn.  ,  writes  that  the  reviews-  are  valuable  to  farmers 
because  they  give  "an.  honest,  comprehensive  review  from  a  disinterested 
source  which  points  out  to  them  influences  on  prices  they  would  not  otherwise 
know  about. ''' 
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RURAL  COMMUNITY  ORGANIZATION  IN 
MISSOURI  IS  STUDIED. 

Work  on  a  study  of  rural  community  organization  in  Missouri  is  under 
way  as  a  result  of  a  cooperative  arrangement  "between  the  Bureau  and  the  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  of  the  University  of  Missouri.     The  investigation 
is  being  conducted  to  ascertain  the  nature,  number,  frequency  and  distance  of 
travel  in  social  contacts  made,   together  with  the  costs,  as  a  guide  to  the 
conduct  of  existing  social  activities  and  to  a  more  rational  development  in 
the  future.     An  endeavor  is  being  made  to  find  out  the  limits  of  organized 
effort  in  communities,  the  practical  goal  "being  a  working  program  of  exten- 
sion in  community  organization  within  the  State.     The  problem  involved  is 
twofold:     (1)  to  find  out  the  types  of  organization  and  number  in  each  type, 
which  a  local  community  and  its  individual  families  can  support  and  "be  con- 
sidered well-organized;   (2)  to  measure  and  evaluate  the  various  social  contact 
of  farm  families  in  the  communities  studied. 

Need  for  this  study  has  been  "brought  about  by  the  increasing  difficulty 
which  such  agencies  as  the  church,  the  lodge,  farmer  organizations  and  public 
health  units  are  having  to  maintain  their  membership  and  finance  their  enter- 
prise because  of  the  diversity  of  the  interests  of  the  people.

WAREHOUSE  ACT  Il'TERESTS 

THE  CAUIIIHG-  INDUSTRY. 


Unusual  interest  is  "being  manifested  by  the  trade  in  storing  canned 
foods  under  the  United  States  Warehouse  Act.     Luring  the  past  three  weeks 
work  incident  tc  the  licensing  of  a  number  of  new  canned  foods  warehouse's 
has  been  particularly  heavy. 

Canned  foods  were  made  storable  under  the  Warehouse  Act  but  a 
year  ago.     It  is  unusual  to  have  so  many  warehouses  licensed  so  soon  after 
a  commodity  has  been  placed  on  the  eligible  list.     Already  warehouses  have 
been  licensed  in  the  following  states;     Oregon,  Utah,  Oklahoma,  Missouri, 
Arkansas,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Wisconsin,  Indiana,   Ohio,  Virginia  and  Maryland. 
At  the  close  of  business  August  31,  the  aggregate  capacities  of  the  forty- 
two  warehouses,  now  licensed  totaled  3,316,000  dozen  cans.  Additional 
applications  are  pending  for  licenses  from  warehousemen  in  Texas,  Utah, 
Arkansas,  Missouri,  and  Ohio.

That  a  worth-while  service  is  being  rendered  the  canning  industry 
through  the  warehouse  Act  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  reports  reaching       5s  U 
the  3ureau  indicate  that  loans  supported  by  Federally  licensed  warehouse        0  ^ 
receipts  are  now  being  made  on  5  1/4  to  5  l/2  per  cent,  whereas  formerly  it  • 
cost  the  same  canners  from  7  to  10  per  cent  and  sometimes  more.     This  cut  p 
in  interest  charges  is  significant,  but  the  more  important  point  is  that 
with  proper  financing,  fewer  "distress''  packs  are  hanging  over  the  market, 
with  results  that  cannot  be  measured  in  terms  of  dollars  and  cents.  Market 
conditions  are  improving  materially. 

Another  interesting  aspect  in  connection  with  the  warehousing  of 
canned  foods  under  the  Warehouse  Act  is  the  increasing  interest  on  the  part 
of  the  trade  in  national  standards  for  canned  foods.    Under  the  Warehouse 
Act  it  becomes  necessary  for  the  grade  of  stored  products  to  be  stated  on 
Federal  warehouse  receipts  (except  under  certain  conditions).     If  the  ware- 
house receipt  is  to  be  used  for  collateral  purposes,  banks  generally  require 
that  the  grade  be  stated.     Standards  for  canned  foods  have  never  been  well 
defined  in  the  trade.     In  order  that  the  Federal  warehouse  receipts  for  canned 
foods  may  enjoy  the  widest  use  for  collateral  purposes,  it  has  been  necessary 
for  the  Warehouse  Division  to  devote  considerable  attention  to  standardization 
work  on  the  more  important  vegetables  in  addition  to  its  regular  warehousing 
activities. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Bureau  will  be  in  position  shortly  to  announce 
tentative  U.   S.   Standards  for  canned  tomatoes  (without  puree)  and  canned 
sweet  corn  (cream  style).     Work  is  also  being  done  on  canned  peas,  canned 
strin^less  beans  and  lima  beans. 
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FN.SER  0?  GRAIN  APPEALS 


INCREASE  DURING  1927. 

A  new  record  v;as  established  by  the  Grain  Division  during  the  fiscal 
year  1927  in  the  number  of  grain  appeals  handled  by  the  several  offices  of 
Federal  Grain  Supervision.   .The  grading  of  60,875  lots  of  grain  was  carried 
oo  the  Department  for  final  grading  and  certificating,  these  being  in  the 
xorm^of  appeals  from  the  grades  of  grain  assigned  by  inspectors  licensed  under 
the  United  States  Grain  Standards  Act.     There  was  an  increase  of  43.7  per 
cent  in  the  appeals  work  over  the  preceding  year.     The  appeals  by  grains 
pre  as  follows:     Wheat  33,941,  Corn  18,260;  Oats  4,S25;~Rye  3,050;  Grain 
Sorghum  490;^ Peed  Oats  24;  Mixed  Feed  Oats  89;  and  Barley  196.  Approximately 
11*  million  bushels  of  grain  was  involved  in  these  appeals,  and  Federal 
Appeal  Grade  Certificates  issued  to  cover  same.    Most  of  the  inspections 
covered  carlot  shipments,  although  there  were  510  appeals  on  steamers  and 
Darges,  involving  35,092,000  bushels  of  grain.     The  inspections  appealed 
from  were  found  to  be  correct  in  57.5  ioer  cent  of  the  cases.     Of  the  25,868 
lots  of  grain  in  which  the  grades  were  changed,  38  per  cent  was  given  a 
higher  grade. 

The  appeal  fees  and  charges  for  the  year  amounted  to  570,851.49,  which 
was  turned  into  the  Treasury  as  miscellaneous  receipts.     The  grain  samples 
which  accumulated  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the  various  field  offices 
were  condemned  and  sold  for  a  total  of  $7,375.11. 

The  aboard  of  Review  at  Chicago  also  established  a  new  record  during 
the  past  fiscal  year,  by  handling  1,321  board  appeals.     These  were  cases 
carried  to  the  Board  of  Review  by  parties  who  were  not  satisfied  with  the 
district  supervisor's  grade.     The  Board  sustained  the  district  supervisor 
in  31  per  cent  of  the  cases. 

The  appeals  section  of  the  Washington  office  handled  17,267  checks 
and  money  orders  going  into  the  Treasury,  and  sent  out  164  refund  checks. 

IKJTOCTjCT  PROCEEDINGS  Oil  CALIFORNIA

The  Court  in  San  Francisco  recently  heard  the  injunction  proceedings 
mentioned  in  the  B.  A.  E.  NEWS ,  relating  to  the  California  Commission 
Merchants1  Law.     'The  Court  granted  a  restraining  order  applying  only  to  the 
one  broker  who  sought  relief.     Permanent  injunction  hearings  were  postponed. 
Ihe  law,  therefore,  continues  in  effect  as  it  applies  to  all  other  commission 
merchants  and  the  issuing  of  licenses  has  been  resumed.     There  were  nearly 
100  applications  awaiting  action  up  to  August  12.     This  law  which  requires 
commission  merchants  to  be  licensed  and  provides  for  the  payment  of  a 
license  fee  of  $25  and  the  furnishing  of  a  $5,000  bond,  is  being  administered 
by  77/  A.  Sherman,  formerly  of  this  Bureau  and  now  Chief  of  the  Division  of 
Markets  of  California.

Those  who  make 
a  regular  examination  of  this  board  report  much  practical  benefit  and  many 
persons,  both  inside  the  Bureau  and  out,  have  spoken  of  the  variety  and 
effectiveness  of  the  exhibits. 

WORK  OH  ESTIMATES  ARB  ANNUAL 
REPORT  REACHES  PEAK. 


Work  on  the  estimates  of  the  Bureau  for  the  fiscal  year  1929  has  been 
in  full  swing  for  the  past  week  or  more  and  Miss  Emily  E.  Clark  and  her 
assistants,  Mrs.  Anna  P.  Neel  and  Miss  Carrie  B.  Meador  have  been  working  on 
them  literally  day  and  night.

POST  IN  PENNSYLVANIA. 

After  five  years'  service  in  the  Bureau,  G.  B.  L.  Arner  has  tendered 
his  resignation  effective  on  September  1.    He  has  accepted  a  position  as 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics,  Department  of  Public  Health,  for  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania. 

During  the  period  of  Mr.  Arner !s  work  in  the  Bureau  he  has  been  con- 
nected with  the  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research,  conducting 
research  studies  in  foreign  competition  and  demand.

During  the  summer  of  1926  Mr.  Arner  spent  some  weeks  in  Europe  analyz- 
ing the  market  demand  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  Germany  for  American  corn  and 
studying  the  underlying  causes  of  changes  in  demand  for  principal  American 
agricultural  products  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  Germany.

OUR  SERVICE. 

William  G.  Murray,  Assistant  Agricultural  Economist  in  the  Division 
of  Agricultural  Finance,  has  resigned  from  the  Bureau  effective  September

FRIEND  '^HO  FURTHERED  OUR 
WORK  PASSES  ON. 


The  Bureau  has  lost  a  firm  friend  through  the  death  of  Robert  S. 
French,  General  Manager  and  Secretary  of  the  National  League  of  Commission 
Merchants,  with  headquarters  at  Washington,  B.  C. ,  who  died  in  Miami,  Florida, 
on  August  29.    Mr.  French  has  taken  an  active  part  in  furthering  the  work  of 
this  Bureau  which  relates  to  the  standardization  of  fruits  and  vegetables 
and  the  standardization  of  their  containers.     He  also  assisted  the  fruit  and 
vegetable  inspection  service  through  his  frequent  recommendation  of  the 
service,  and  only  two  weeks  ago  he  spoke  highly  of  the  efficiency  of 
this  service,  as  he  had  observed  it  in  marketing  and  producing  centers, 
at  the  Louisville  meeting  of  the  International  Apple  Shippers1  Asso- 
ciation.   Mr.  French  appeared  many  times  before  Congressional  committees 
to  advocate  the  extension  of  the  work  of  the  Bureau  along  various  lines. 
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RAY  PALMER  TEELE. 


Ray  Palmer  Teele,  died  suddenly  August  31  at  Myton,  Utah.    Mr.  Teele, 
and  expert  on  irrigation  and  reclamation  economies,  in  the  Division  of  Land 
Economics,  was  engaged  in  Department  v/ork  almost  continuously  since  1899, 
transferring  in  June,  1922,  to  the  then  Office  of  Farm  Management  and  Farm 
Economics,  from  the  former  Office  of  Public  Roads  and  Rural  Economics.  In 
191C  and  1920  he  had  charge  of  the  irrigation  and  drainage  census  in  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census. 

At  the  special  request  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  Mr,  Teele 's 
services  had  "been  loaned  to  that  department  for  the  past  several  months  in 
order  that  he  might  "be  chairman  of  a  special  commission  appointed  "by  Secretary 
Hubert  Work  to  investigate  economic  conditions  on  a  number  of  reclamation 
projects  in  Indian  reservations  with  a  view  to  suggesting  a  policy  for  agri- 
cultural and  economic  readjustment  on  these  projects. 

Mr.  Teels  Has  a  pioneer  in  the  field  of  irrigation  economics  and  one 
of  the  foremost  authorities  on  that  subject.    He  had  written  two  books  which 
are  standard  works  on  this  subject,  in  addition  to  numerous  articles  and 
Government  bulletins  dealing  with  irrigation  and  drainage  economics.  Some 
of  his  writings  have  been  translated  into  foreign  languages  for  use  by  for- 
eign governments.    His  latest  book  is  nov;  in  press,  having  been  completed 
just  before  he  left  Washington  to  take  up  his  work  in  the  West. 

Mr.  Teele  was  born  in  Eillmore  County,  Minnesota.    He  was  educated 
at  the  University  of  Nebraska  from  which  institution  he  received  the  degree 
of  A.M.,  in  189S.    He  is  survived  by  his  wife  and  son,  and  by  two  sisters,

William  JU   Schoenf eld  will  have  charge  of  the  regional  office  for  the 
Pacific  Northwest  located  at  Portland,  Oregon,  with  headquarters  in  the  new 
Post  Office  Building.  •  It  was  previously  announced  in  the  B.A*E.  NEWS  that 
Mr,   Schoenf eld  would  have  charge  of  an  office  for  that  region,  hut  the  exact 
location  of  the  office  had  not  then  "been  determined,     Mr.  Schoenf  eld  is 
now  in  Portland.     His  work,  being  regional  in  character,  will  require  that 
considerable  time  be  spent  in  Seattle,  Washington,  where  he  will  use  space 
in  the  Grain  Supervision  office,  in  Room  505  Arctic  Building. 

The  national  importance  of  marketing  and  the  economic  problems  in 
agriculture  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  make  it  desirable  that  the  Bureau  have 
-  o         closer  contact  with  the  industries  there  than  is  possible  by  handling  the 
work  directly  from  Washington.     As  stated  in  the  previous  announcement ,  Mr. 
Schoenf eld  will  serve  as  a  contact  representative  "between  the  Bureau  and 
other  marketing  and  research  agencies  in  the 'States  of  Washington,  Oregon, 
Idaho  and  Western  Montana,     He  will  also  be  considered  as  a  Bureau  represen- 
tative in  his  contacts  with  the  public,  the  administrative  office  points  out, 
although  his  chief  line  of  work  will  be  in  relation  to  problems  involving 
research.

keep  Mr.   Schoenf eld  generally  informed  of  the  scope  of  their  work,  their 
public  contacts,  and  special  problems  arising  from  time  to  time  so  that  he 
may  know  at  all  times  what  the  Bureau  is  doing  in  that  region*    Unless  he  is 
kept  informed  of  all  the  Bureau's  activities  there,  it  will  not  be  possible 
to  bring  about  that  close  coordination  of  service,  research  and  regulatory 
work  which  is  so  much  dd sired  and  which  is  so  important  in  the  development 

of  our  public  relations.  .        _     -  — ■ 

Mr.   Schoenf eld  will  assist  in  developing  and  coordinating  any  research 
work  of  this  Bureau  which  involves  cooperation  with  other  bureaus  in  the  De- 
partment, agricultural  colleges,  and  other  research  agencies  in  Washington, 
Oregon,  Idaho  and  Western  Montana*     So  far  as  the  regular  service  and  regu- 
latory work  is  concerned,  it  is  desired  by  the  administrative  office  that 
division  representatives  in  those  States  look  upon  Mr.   Schoenf eld  as  an  ad- 
visor.    His  broad  experience  in  the  Bureau  and  knowledge  of  administrative 
policy  will  be  found  helpful  and  constructive*     The  administrative  office 
believes  that  as  his  office  becomes  established  as  a  point  of  contact  with 
all  of  the  Bureau's  work  in  the  Pacific  Northwest,  the  public  will  gain  the 
impression,  so  much  desired,  that  this  is  a  well— organized  and  closely  co— 
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ordinated  organization  designed  to  render  constructive  service*

UNUSUAL  ACTIVITY  IN  1927  IN  UNITS 

uNDSR'^USDTESS  MANAGER '  ■ 

The  Business  Manager  reports  a  "busy  year  for  many  administrative 
units,  reminding  us  that  we  had  a  total  appropriation  of  nearly  $5,000,000 
last  year.     Mr,  Hughes  states  that  we  operated  194  permanent  offices  in 
95  cities.     For  those  offices  that  are  not  housed  in  Federal  buildings 
there  was  a  total  rental  of  $125,886,  involving  the  handling  of  81  leases. 
The  Bureau  had  a  total  personnel  of  around  2100  —  approximately  1000 
in  Washington  and  1100  in  the  field* 

In  the  Personnel  Section  approximately  3,000  personnel  actions 
were  handled  last  year,  in  addition  to  more  than  400  classification 
cases,  and  efficiency  and  personnel  records  were  maintained  for  our 
entire  organization*     In  the  Stenographic  Section,  13  stenographers 
served  65  dictators  and  handled  approximately  75,000  pieces  of  dictated 
matter,     In  the  Furchase  and  Supplies  Section  approximately  35,000  pur- 
chase orders  were  cleared,  and  inventory  records  covering  approximately 
$900,000  worth  of  inventorial  material  were  checked.     In  the  Section  of 
Accounts  all  centralized  accounts  were  handled;  approximately  9,000 
letters  of  authorization  were  issued;  25,000  vouchers  were  audited; 
and  20,000  transportation  requests  were  issued  and  audited*     In  the 
Section  of  Mails  and  Piles  approximately  100,000  pieces  of  incoming 
mail  were  received  and  routed  and  125,000  pieces  of  outgoing  mail  were 
released*

FOE  FALL  SHOWING. 

Four  exhibits  are  now  being  prepared  for  expositions  to  be  held 
during  this  fall:   Chemical  Industries  Exposition/  New  York  City, 
September  26-Cctober  1;  National  Dairy  Exposition,  Memphis,  October  15- 
22;  Dairy  Industries  Exposition,  Chicago,  November  26-December  3. 

At  the  first  of  these  expositions  a  booth  will  be  displayed  which 
relates  to  the  utilization  of  cottonseed  and  cotton  linters  as  a  part  of 
the  repayment  exhibit.     The  booth  will  contain  a  series  of  enlarged  and 
colored  photographs  of  the  different  hinds  of  establishments  which  use 
the  various  1 inter  products*     These:  will  be  arranged  to  show  the  routine 
of  the  products  as  they  pass  from  one  process  to  another.     Complete  linter 
grades  will  be  displayed  and  samples  of  different  commodities  that  are 
made  from  cottonseed  products. 

At  the  second  exposition  the  Bureau  will  have  four  distinct  units 
relating  to  the  following:  Market  information,  dairy  farm  organization, 
the  dairyman Ts  dollar  and  the  butter  price  curve.     Contributions  will  be 
made  to  the  Central  Feature  and  to  a  unit  that  will  be  displayed  on  the 
use  of  alfalfa  hay. 

At  the  third  exposition  the  Bureau  will  emphasize  those  phases  of 
its  work  which  are  of  the  greatest  interest  to  the  dealers  and  manufac- 
turers.    Units  are  being  prepared  on  standardization,  cooperation,  the

The  weekly  grain  market  review  is  now  being  distributed  from  Salt. 
Lake  City  into  the  inter— mountain  States.     Heber  J.  Webb,  in  charge  of  that 
branch  office  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division,  made  the  necessary  ar- 
rangements for  the  service  and  in  cooperation  with  the  Utah  Department  of 
Agriculture  is  handling  the  weekly  release  of  the  reviews*     About  250  re- 
quests were  received  for  the  reports  from  grain  growers,  county  agents, 
bankers  and  newspapers  following  an  announcement  that  they  were  available 
for  distribution  from. that  office.

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AGP.  I CULTURAL  LEADER  DISCUSSES 
ECONOMIC  PROBLEMS  IN  DENMAEK. 


Beginning  with  a  brief  reference  to  the  conditions  which  con- 
fronted his  country  in  the  latter  part  of  the  eighteenth  century, 
JapoVE.  Lange,  Dean  of  the  Small-Holders  Agricultural  School  at 
Euen,  Denmark,  told  a  large  and  interested  audience  at  the  Auditorium 
of  the  New  National  Museum,  last  Friday,' of  the  circumstances  which 
brought  to  Denmark  opportunity  for  progress  in  agriculture.     He  told^ 
of  an  economic  school  of  thought  which  developed  in  Europe,  whose  mam 
idea  was  that  agriculture  and  freeing  of  the  peasant  were  the  funda- 
mental things  in  economic  prosperity  of  a  country.     Mr*  Lange  pointed 
out  that  while  one  can  find  no  trace  of  the  movement  in  other  European 
countries  today,  it  did  take  root  in  Denmark,     He  discussed  the  development 
of  the  cooperative  butter  and  pork  industries  in  that  country;  their 
land  problems  and  the  part  the  folk  schools  have  pla.yed  in  rural  pro- 
gress* 

Because  of  the  desire  of  a  number  present  to -hear  a  further  dis- 
cussion by  Mr.  Lange 'relating  chiefly  to  cooperation,  a  round  table  con- 
ference was  held  in  the  conference  room  of  the  Bieber  Building  Saturday 
morning. 

Mr*  Lange  plans  to  furnish  the  Bureau  Library  and  Division  of  Coop- 
erative Marketing  with  copies  of  his  remarks. 

COMMERCIAL  CONCERNS  NOW  MARKING 
TRADE  LABELS  ON  BEEF. 

An  outcome  of  the  beef  grading  experiment  which  the  Marketing 
Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  Division  began  May  1,  is  the  adoption  by  the 
various  commercial  concerns  throughout  the  country  of  the  principle  of 
marking  trade  labels  on  beef.     Canadian  packers  also  are  preparing  to 
adopt  this  practice.     Prior  to  the  experiment  in  the  division,  the  packers 
believed  that  the  commercial  grading  and  marking  of  beef  according  to 
United  States  standards  was  impractical  and  inadvisable "and  they  opposed 
the  proposal  to  initiate  such  a  service* 

The  division  reports  material  weekly  increases  in  the  number  of 
beef  carcasses  offered  and  graded.

COLIBG-SS  AND  INSPECTORS, 

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  GRAIN  GRADERS,  recently  distributed  in  loose-leaf 
form  by  the  office  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Eield  Headquarters  of  the  Grain 
Division,  have  brought  grateful  acknowledgments  from  the  recipients. 
Copies  were  furnished  the  agronomy  departments  of  the  Agricultural  Col- 
leges in  Montana,  Washington,  Idaho  and  Oregon,  and  licensed  inspectors 
of  the  division.     Letters  received  in  acknowledgement  discuss  the  value 
of  the  booklet  and  the  excellence  of  preparation.  The  colleges  named  give 
courses  in  grain  grading  and  also  take  part  in  the  intercollegiate  crop 
contest  at  Portland  each  year.     As  explained  in  the  B.A.E.  N£WS  of  April 
o}  under  "Ask  Lie  Another  About  the  Bureau, 11  grain  inspectors  are  not 
employes  of  the  Bureau,     They  are  licensed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
under  the  Grain  Standards  Act,  but  their  salaries  are  paid  by  States  hav- 
ing grain  inspection  departments,  by  commercial  organization  such  as 
Boards  of  Trade  and  Chambers  of  Commerce,  and  in  a  few  instances  they 
act  independently  on  a  fee  basis. 

Commenting  on  the  response  made  to  the  effort  to  meet  a  public 
need,  Bert  ,7.  V/hitlock,  in  charge  of  the  Pacific  Coast  field  headquarters 
of  the  Grain  Division,  states: 

"As  we  see  it,  the  big  point  in  putting  out  information  and 
opinions  in  this  form  is  that  it  shortens  the  contact  between  the 
administrative  authorities  and  Board  of  Review  and  licensed  in- 
spectors*    Interpretative  opinions  and  instructions  now  reaching 
the  licensed  inspectors  pass  through  two  to  four  hands  and  the 
reception  given  them  by  the  licensed  inspectors  depends  largely 
on  the  punch  of  the  last  supervisor  or  assistant  supervisor  who 
contacts  the  inspectors.     On  the  other  hand,  carefully  prepared 
instructions  and  interpretations  printed  and  sent  direct  to  the 
licensed  inspectors  by  field  headquarters  would  carry  the  prestige 
always  accorded  to  communications  from  headquarters  and  they  should 
be  of  invaluable  assistance  to  the  contact  man  who  has  to  sell 
the  opinions  as  they  apply  to  individual  samples. " 


iTS  DELAYED  3Y  EMPLOYES1 


FAILURE  TO  EQLLQY,  INSTRUGTIQNS. 

Dae  to  the  new  arrangement  of  the  payrolls,  the  paymasters  assigned 
to  this  Bureau- find  it  increasingly  difficult  to  pay  all  employes  on  the 
last  day  of  the  month  in  the  time  available  for  this  purpose.     In  the 
July  19  issue  of  the  B.  A.  E.  NEVPS  employes  were  requested  to  assist  the 
paymasters  in  the  expeditious  payment  of  salaries  at  the  end  of  the  month 
"by  presenting  the  memorandum  slip  which  they  had  received  in  their  pay 
envelopes  on  the  15th  of  the  month.     This  memorandum  slip  shows  the  exact 
sheet  and  line  number  of  the  holder  and  enables  the  paymasters  to  locate 
promptly  each  employe's  name,  resulting  in  a  considerable  saving  of  time 
for  all  concerned.     Failure  to  present  this  slip  on  August  31  retarded  the 
disbursement  of  salaries,  with  the  result  that  payments  were  not  completed 
until  some  time  after  4.30.

EDgIN  SMITH*  S  '.YORK  RECEIVES 

APPROBATION  0?  VIBGINlA  GOVERNOR.

CROP  AND  LIVESTOCK  ESTIMATES 
RECEIVE  COMSNBATION, 

Recently  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  has  had 
evidence  from  two  sources  that  their  crop  reports  are  appreciated.  A 
"Cotton  Letter",  issued  by  a  Hew  York  broker  on  August  18,  carries  the 
following  comments; 

"The  past  season  furnished  an  example  of  the  futility  of 
opposing  Government  estimates. 

;:Every  private  estimate  was  below  that  of  the  Crop  Report- 
ing Board  yet  the  final  ginning  returns  more  than  confirmed  its 
figures. 

"A  striking  example  of  the  secrecy  which  surrounds  the 
work  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  was  furnished,  when  its  estimate 
of  less  than  13  1/2  million  bales  was  announced  last  week. 

"The  advance  of  nearly  3  1/2  cents  within  24  hours  demon- 
strated that  there  was  no  leak  in  that  department." 

In  acknowledging  several  crop  reports  furnished  by  the  division, 
the  General  Freight  Agent  of  the  Norfolk  Southern  Railroad  Company,  at 
Norfolk,  Va.  ,  states; 

"The  data,  is  most  comprehensive  and  illuminating,  aside 
from  the  question  of  great  value  to  our  railroad.     We  wish  to 
state  that  we  think  the  Bureau  is  to  be  congratulated  in  pre-

OIJ^D  :"OOTrSTATISflCS. 

A  meeting  was  held  in  Mr.  Kitchen's  office  last  Thursday  morning  of 
an  interdepartmental  committee  to  consider  a  proposed  form  to  be  used  in 
collecting  statistics  of  world  stocks  of  wool.     Representatives  of  the 
Department  of  Commerce,   the  Treasury  Department,  U.  S.  Tariff  Commission, 
members  of  other  bureaus  of  this  Department,  0.  0.   Stine,  of  the  Division 
of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research,  G.  W.  Willingmyre,  of  the  Marketing. 
Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  Division,  and  Asher  Hob son,  United  States  dele- 
gate to  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  who  is  now  in  Washington, 
were  present.     Mr.  Kitchen  presided  at  the  meeting.     It  was  decided  to  make 
the  committee  a.  permanent  one,  and  Mr.  Willingmyre  was  selected  as  chair- 
man.    The  committee  will  be  known  as  the  Interdepartmental  Committee  on 
International  Wool  Statistics. 

£he  form  under  consideration  had  been  adopted  by  a  committee  of  this 
Department  which  was  formed  following  the  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the 
British  Government  submitting  the  proposition  of  an  international  service  on 
wool  statistics.     The  entire  committee  .approved  the  form.    Before  present- 
ing it  to  the  British  Government,  it  is  planned  to  hold  a  meeting  with  the 
wool  trade  to  ascertain  if  it  meets  with  their  approval. 
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.    T.liile  in  Europe  in  1925,  Mr.  Willingmyre  made  the  suggestion  at  an 
international  conference  of  the  wool  industry  of  England,  France,  Belgium 
and  Germany,  held  in  Berlin,  that  information  on  world  stocks  of  wool  "be 
collected.    A  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  at  that  time  approving  the 
suggestion  and  recommencing  that  the  report  on  stocks  of  wool  by  individual 
firms  be  made  compulsory  by  law  in  the  different  countries.     It  was  decided 
that  the  figures  would  he  collected  every  six  months.    Nothing  further  was 
done  toward  beginning  this  work  until  the  recent  approach  on  the  subject 
by  the  British  Ambassador  to  this  Department-, 

STORIHG  CARE  SIRUP  II'  TMKS 

sates  mcqtei  fcr  IA:-.:E1S . 

Word  from  the  cane  producing  area  of  Georgia  indicates  that  the 
recent  ruling  of  the  Warehouse  Division  permitting  the  storage  of  sirup  in 
large  tanks  and  under  refrigeration  at  certain  times  is  of  real  benefit  to 
the  farmers.     This  ruling  permits  the  farmer  to  bring  his  barrel  of  sirup 
to  the  warehouse  where  it  is  inspected  and  graded  and  then  emptied  into  the 
tank  containing  a  like  grade,   thus  permitting  a  use  of  the  same  barrel  several 
times.    A  barrel  of  34  gallons  capacity  costs  $2.25,  or  about  7  cents  per 
gallon  for  the  package.     If  the  same  barrel  is  used  three  times,   the  cost 
per  gallon  is  about  2  1/2  cents  a  gallon.     Sometimes  by  emptying  into  these 
big  tanks,  the  same  barrel  will  be  used  three  four  or  five  times  a  season, 
thus  reducing  package  cost  still  more.     In  Grady  County,  Georgia,  alone  about 
35,000  gallons  of  sirup  are  produced  each  year.     If  the  same  barrel  is 
used  only  three  times  in  a  season,  the  saving  there,  if  all  sirup  were 
handled  in  big  tanks ,  would  amount  to  about  $53,550,  which  is  a  direct 
saving  to  the  f aimers.     Ihis  does  not  take  into  account  any  saving  that  might 
be  made  by  eliminating  losses  through  fermentation  of  sirup  when  not  placed 
under  refrigeration. 

POULTRY  AKD  EGG  INTERESTS 

e;,ger  for  bureau  statistics. 

E.  E.  Johnson,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  returned  to 
the  office  last  week  from  an  extended  trip  through  the  specialized  poultry 
areas  in  the  far  Western  States.    Mr.  Johnson  attended  the  Western  States 
Extension  Conference  at  Reno  in  July  and  the  West  State  Poultry  Economic 
Conference  at  Tacoma  in  August.     Statistical  information  prepared  by  the 
Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs  relative  to  the  poultry  industry  was 
presented  at  both  of  these  conferences.    Mr.  Johnson  conferred  with  college 
officials,  hatchery  operators,  co-operative  egg  and  poultry  associations 
and  producer s  in  regards  to  the  poultry  production  and  marketing  problems 
in  the  various  States.    Everyone  interested  in  the  egg  industry  seemed  to  be 
especially  eager  to  obtain  as  much  recent  information  as  possible  concerning 
the  present  status  and  trend,  of  the  poultry  industry  in  the  various  egg 
producing  regions  of  the  country.     They  were  much  pleased  with  the  work  that 
the  Bureau  is  doing  and  planning  to  do  in  this  field  of  research. 

Returning  to  Washington  Mr.  Johnson  stopped  off  in  a  few  of  the 
Middle  Western  States  and  conferred  with  college  officials  and  members  of 
the  trade  relative  to  the  egg-  industry  in  this  region.

We  published  14  more  Department  Bulletins  last  year  than  we  have 
ever  published  in  any  one  year  before.     The  total  was  25  bulletins  against 
16  the  preceding  year.     The  Bureau  also  published  contributions  in  every 
other  series  issued  by  the  Department  with  the  exception  of  the  Leaflet 
series.     The  number  of  individual  printed  publications  was  59  in  all,  and 
a^  .he  close  of  the  fiscal  year  28  additional  manuscripts  were  either  in  the 
Office  of  Publications  or  in  the  Government  Printing  Office  and  8  manuscripts 
were  still  in  the  Bureau,  edited,  but  awaiting  further  attention  elsewhere. 
These  items  total  95  as  against  a  total  of  93*"  such  items  last  year  and  82  the 
year  before,

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A  striking  testimony  of  the  able  manner  in  -which  3.  C.  Parker,  of 
the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division,  handled  his  work,  while  in  the  field  recent- 
ly, ^  comes  from  I.  J.  Stromnes  ,  Secretary- Treasurer  of  the  California  Hay, 
C-rain  and  Feed  Dealers'  Association,  of  Sacramento,  Calif.     Mr.  Parker  re- 
turned last  Saturday  after  spending  eleven  weeks  in  the  'Test  in  the  interest 
of  nay  inspection  and  standardization.  In  a  ret) or t  dated  September  3,  to  the 
memoers  of  his  Association,  Mr.  Stromnes  writes: 

"'-'he  Federal  ixnd  State  Governments  -working  cooperatively  have 
carried  on  an  actual  demonstration  of  Federal  grades  on  alfalfa  in 
•L,os  Angeles  during  the  past  several  weeks.    Mr.  3.  C.  Parker,  hay  • 
specialist,  in  charge  of  hay  standardization  for  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Agriculture  was  assisted  by  TTalter  J.  Morgan,  Federal  Hay  Super- 
vising Inspector  for  the  Pacific  Coast,  and  R.  3.  Blair,  Assistant 
Chief,  Bureau  of  Field  Crops,  State  Department  of  Agriculture. 

2ne  Los  Angeles  Hay  market  is  the  largest  consuming  market  in 
the  uniteci  States.    Estimates  have  placed  the  approximate  consumption 
close  to  200,000  tons  per  year  in  the  Los  Angeles  Zone.  Federal 
grades  7/ere  tried  there  in  order  to  see  how  they  would. work  out  in 
a  largo  consuming  market.     She  State  Association  through  the  Board 
of  Directors  were  officially  invited  to  watch  the  tests,  and  your 
secretary  spent  several  days  at  the  demonstration. 

"w*e  want  to  commend  the  able  and  impartial  manner  in  which  these 
tests  were  carried  out.    Mr.  Parker  who  has  had  years  of  contact  be- 
tween shippers,  producers  and  receivers,  frankly  recognizes  the  prob- 
lems relating  to  these  three  groups.    He  particularly  emphasizes  the 
importance  of  standard  and  disinterested  grading  in  raising  the  qual- 
ity of  California  alfalfa.     The  Los  Angeles  dealers  gave  him  and .his 
associates  every  cooperation,  and  we  are  certain  that  they  made  many 
future  friends  in  that  market.     Committees  of  producers,  shippers, 
dairymen,  Farm  Bureau  members ,  and  agricultural  leaders  were  present 
from  the  States  of  California  and  Arizona.     *  *  * 

"There  is  no  doubt  that  this  issue  (the  standardized  grading 
of  alfalfa)  is  still  alive  and  getting  up  more  steam  each  day.  u?he 
Hay  Trade  in  the  past  have  been  charged  with  opposing  grades,  but  we 
believe  that  if  a  real  and  sincere  demand  exists  with  the  producers 
and  consumers,  that  the  hay  dealers  will  be  open  minded  on  the  ques- 
tion.    It  is  certain  that  Federal  grades  will  have  surprises  . in  store 
for  the  producer  of  average  and  below-average  hay,  if  they  should 
become  effective.    A  number  of  dealers  believe  that  it  is  a  serious 
problem  to  add  further  costs  on  the  producer  or  the  consumer.  On 
the  other  hand  this  is  an  age  of  standardization  of  products,  and  if 
it  con  be  clearly  demonstrated  where  the  consumer  and  the  producer

The  monthly  Price  Situation  which  was  released  September  15  contained 
a  reference  to  the  probable  future  price  of  cotton.     The  reference  to  cot- 
ton was  placed  on  a  ticker  at  Not/  York  and  in  that  manner  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  ITew  York  cotton  trade.     It  received  wide  distribution  and 
is  alleged  to  have  caused  the  severe  drop  in  the  cotton  market,  stimulating 
numerous  protests  to  the  Secretary  and  to  the  Bureau.    After  a  conference 
with  representatives  of  the  Bureau,  the  Secretary  issued  the  following 
statement  September  16: 

'•The  statement  on  the  price  situation  for  cotton  which  received 
unusual  attention  in  the  cotton  markets  yesterday  was  based  upon 
statistics  representing  production,  world  stocks,  consumption  and 
the  usual  relation  of  the  prospective  supply  to  price.     It  was  not 
a  special  price  forecast.     Similar  statements  on  the  price  situation 
for  the  major  farm  commodities  have  been  prepared  monthly  for  two 
years  by  the  department  for  the  aid  of  farmers  in  planning  their 
marketing  and  production  programs. 

"The  fundamental  factors  affecting  the  cotton  situation,  as 
outlined  in  the  September  report,  were  recognized  a  month  ago  when 
the  department  noted  the  same  general  conditions  and  made,  a  similar 
statement  of  the  probable  trend  of  prices.     The  widespread  quota- 
tion of  a  part  of  the  statement,   in  my  opinion,  has  unduly  dis- 
turbed the  speculative  markets.     There  have  been  no  important  devel- 
opments since  the  issuance  of  a  similar  statement  a  month  ago  except 
the  last  cotton  crop  estimate  which  placed  cotton  in  a  more  favor- 
able position,  and  which  it  still  occupies  so  far  as  the  department 
is  informed. 

"I  feel  that  the  statement  has  had  an  undue  effect  on  the  mar- ' 
ket;  nevertheless,  I  have  issued  instructions  discounting  for  the 
future  similar  statements  for  cotton  which  indicate  price  trends.11 

The  Secretary  has  issued  instructions  to  the  Bureau  to  discontinue 
making  similar  statements  that  indicate  price  trends  of  cotton. 

The  statement  was  not  issued  either  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board 
or  by  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing. 

DAIRY  AITD  POULTRY  OFFICE 

OPMED  AT  LQS  MGELSS. 

Under  the  cooperative  agreement  between  the  Bureau  and  the  California 
State  Department  of  Agriculture  which  became  effective  July  1,  1927,  an 
office  has  been  opened  at  Los  Angeles  for  the  conduct  of  market  news  and 
inspection  work  on  dairy  and  poultry  products. 

Por  a  period  of  30  days  the  Los  Angeles  Produce  Exchange  is  having 
all  sales  of  eggs  on  the  Exchange  inspected  by  the  Federal- State  inspector. 
If  the  service  proves  satisfactory  in  this  period  of  trial,  the  Exchange 
probably  will  ask  that  the  service  be  made  permanent.

The  third  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  New  U  ,es  of  Cotton  met  Thursday 
in  Mr,  Tenny^s  office.     Members  of  this  committee  are:     Ernest  C.^Morse  o* 
the  Cotton  Textile  Institute  of  New  York;  Edward  p?i  Pickard,  Chief  ot  tne 
Textile  Division,  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic   Commerce,  Department  ol 
Commerce;  and  Arthur  W.  Palmer,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Co c ton  Mar ket-^ 
ing  of  this  Bureau.     Others  in  attendance  at  the  meeting  last  Thursday  were: 
Mr,  Tenny,  Nils  A.  Clsen  and  3„  Youngblood,  of  this  Bureau;  Dr.  Louise  Stan- 
ley, Cnief  of  the  Bureau  of  Home  Economies,  and  Miss  Ruth  O'Brian,  in  charge 
of  the  Textile  Divison  of  that  Bureau,     Progress  of  the  work  up  to  the  pres- 
ent time  was  discussed  and  plans  for  allocation  of  the  work  and  the  coordi- 
nation of  effort  were  further  considered.     It  was  decided  to  increase  the 
committee  by  the  addition  of  one  representative  from  the  Bureau  of  Home 
Economics  and  one  from  the  Bureau  of  Standards.     These  "bureaus  were  invited 
to  name  their  representatives  at  some  time  "before  the  next  meetings 

The  Committee  on  New  Uses  cf  Cotton  was  formed  in  February  to  bring^ 
about  coordination  between  the  two  departments  and  the  Textile  Institute  in 
the  study  of  cotton  utilization  and  the  opportunities  for  new  uses,  The^ 
previous  meetings  were  held  in  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  in  the  offices 
of  the  Textile  Institute  in  New  York/ 


GRADES  FOR  LULLED.  SB  COT  AND 
";QU^H  BIOD  ZSTADLI  SEND! 


United  States  grades  for  Milled,  Brown  and  Bough  Eice  were  promulga- 
ted by  Secretary  Jar dine  and  became  effective  September  15.     Those  for 
Milled  Eice  and  Rough  Eice,  which  had  previously  been  recommended  by  the  De- 
partment, had  been  in  use  by  the  trade  generally.     The  standards  of  class, 
quality  and  condition  for  Brown  Eice  :;ere  worked  out  from  information  col- 
lected for  the  Western  and  Southern  States  by  the  branch  rice  grades  stan- 
dards laboratories  in  those  sections  in  cooperation  with  rice  millers,  deal- 
ers and  growers1  organizations  and  the  California  State  Department  of  Agri- 
culture* 

The  establishment  of  Federal  grades  for  the  three  types  of  rice  was 
made  under  the  so-called  Eood  Products  Inspection  Act  and  the  grades  are 
now  official  for  the  purposes  of  the  Warehouse  Act. 


EXBCBT  STANDARDS  BOB

Official  export  standards  for  the  inspection  and  certification  of  con- 
dition and  pack  of  apples  when  packed  in  the  Northwestern  standard  apple  box 
have  been  determined  by  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  and  were  announced  * 
by  Secretary  Jardine  last  week** 

Official  certificates  on  requests  for  certification  for  export  will  hJ 
the  statement  MLot  meets  Unit ecC  States  standards  for  export,"  thereby  show- 
ing that  the  let  of  apples  so  described  meets  the  United  States  standards  fa 
export  at  the  time  of  inspections     This  will  take  the  place  of  the  statement 
"suitable  condition  for  export"  which  has  been  made  on  certificates  in  the 
past. 

These  standards  for  export  have  been  provided  with  a  view  to  estab- 
lishing a  common  language  between  exporters  and  foreign  buyers  as  to  the 
condition  of  the  apples  at  the  time  of  inspection, 
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Merrill  V.  Beagle  is  back  in  the  Bureau  after  a  furlough  of  over  a

Months  of  plucky  fight  followed  before  he  was  able  to  leave  the 
lew  York  hospital  and  return  to  Washington* 

At  the  time  of  the  accident  Mr,  Beagle  was  completing  a  radio  course 
at  a  local  school.     After  his  return  to  this  citys  net  discouraged  oy  the 
handicap  of  having  his  head  in  a  brace,  he  resumed  the  course  which  he  com- 
pleted this  summer* 

In  Lis  present  assignment  in  the  Bureau"  Mr,  Beagle  works  in  the 
List  Section  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  where  he  is 
responsible  for  all  lists  of  crop  and  livestock  reporters  for  the  section 
of  the  country  which  has  "been  assignee  to  him,  checking  returns  from  the 
reporters  on  cards,  sanding  out  letters  to  late  or  delinquent  reporters, 
etc*     Under  his  previous  appointment  Mr*  Beagle  assisted  with  the  work  of 
the  maintenance  of  the  Washington  offices*

New  York  State  put  into  effect  a  series  of  retail  grades  for  eggs 
on  September  13,     The  law  covering  the  grading  of  eggs  by  State  standards 
was  passed  during  the  last  session  of  the  New  York  State  legislature,  since 
Which  time  the  Department  of  Agriculture  ana  Markets  has  been  studying  the 
question  and  working  out  the  grades,     The  law  requires  that  ail  eggs  retaile 
must  be  sold  under  those  grade  names,     VJhile  the  names  that  arc  used  are 
not  the  same  as  the  Federal  grades,  the  whole  New  York  State  grading  system 
is  based  on  the  United  States  standards  of  quality  and  the  grades  themselves 
follow  very  closely  the  Federal  retail  grades*

The  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Li vision  end  the  Division  of  Farm  Management 
and  Costs  have  organized  cooperative  investigations  wit*h  reference  to  formu- 
las tmoL  rules  for  measuring  hay  stacks  and  determining  the  tonnage  with  the 
States  of  Kansas,  Colorado j  Utah.  Nevada,  California,  Oregon,  Idaho,  Montana, 
South  Dakota,  Nebraska  and  Minnesota*  K.  Eostermah,  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and 

Seed  Eivisicn^  returned  to  Washington  last  week  after  an  absence  of  two 
months  in  the  field  in  connection  with  this  cooperative  work.     In  each  of 
these  States,  a  large  number  of  hay  stacks  have  been  measured  this  summer  in 
regions  where  hay  is  sold  to  livestock  feeders  from  the  stacks  rather  than  in 
haled  formc     The  weight  of  these  stacks  will  bo  recorded  this  autumn  in  order 
to  determine  the  number  of  cubic  feet  necessary  zq  make  a  ton  "by  weight* 
Mr,  Hosterman  reports  that  many  hay  producers  and  livestock  feeders  in  these 
States  are  deeply  interested  in  these  investigations  and  most  desirous  of 
seeing  rules  and  formulas  established  of  a  mere  .-c  cur  ate  character  than  the 
approximate  rules  heretofore  employed*     The  States  of  Minnesota,  Nebraksa 
and  Utah  are  doing  a  most  extensive  piece  of  investigational  work  this  year 
and  a  number  of  other  States,  especially  California,  expect  co  enlarge  the 
field  of  investigation  greatly  in  1928*
